Hiatt  Career  Center,  with  which 
increasing  numbers  of  established  alumni 
are  becoming  involved  to  help  current 
students  and  recent  graduates  secure 
internships,  navigate  the  job  market, 
find  positions,  and  pave  career  paths — in 
other  words,  connect  with  a  network  of 
influential  alumni  and  make  the  most 
of  a  lifelong  Brandeis  experience.

Roderick  MacKinnon  '78 
Receives  the  2003  Nobel 
Prize  in  Chemistry 

Roderick  MacKinnon  '78, 
who  was  graduated  marina 
cum  laudc  with  a  bachelor's 
degree  in  biochemistry, 
received  the  2003  Nobel 
Prize  in  Chemistry.  Honored 
for  reveahng  the  process 
ot  electrical  signaling  in 
humans  and  other  living 
organisms — work  that  will

help  the  search  to  conquer 
illnesses  that  strike  the 
kidneys,  heart,  muscles, 
and  nervous  systems — he 
shares  the  prize  with  Peter 
Agre,  M.D.,  at  The  |ohns 
Hopkins  University  School 
of  Medicine.  "These  are 
discoveries  that  are  of 
fundamental  importance 


for  the  understanding  of 
life  processes,  not  just 
among  humans  and  higher 
organisms,  but  also  for 
bacteria  and  plants,"  said 
Bengt  Norden,  chair  of 
the  Nohel  Chemistry 
Committee.  Agre  and 
MacKinnon  share  the  prize 
sum  of  10  million  kronor,  or 
1.3  million  dollars. 

MacKinnon  is  a  professor  of 
molecular  neurobiology  and 
biophysics  at  the  Howard 
Hughes  Medical  Institute 
at  Rockefeller  University 
in  New  York.  He  made  his 
key  discovery  just  five  years 
ago — something  of  a  record 
in  Nobel  annals.  MacKinnon 
and  his  small  X-ray 
crystallography  lab,  which 
produces  three-dimensional 
images  at  the  molecular 
level,  were  able  to  see  into 
a  cell's  inner  workings  in 
a  way  that  had  never  been 
done  before.  "Peter  Agre  and 
Roderick  MacKinnon  have 
contributed  to  fundamental 
chemical  knowledge  on 
how  cells  function.  They 
have  opened  our  eyes  to  a 
fantastic  family  of  molecular 
machines,"  the  Nobel  jury 
said. 

A  Massachusetts  native 
from  Burlington  and 
Cohasset,  MacKinnon  grew 
up  examining  bugs  and 
blades  of  grass.  He  fondly 
remembers  one  summer  that 
he  spent  looking  through  a 
microscope  at  pond  water.  "1 
was  a  daydreamer,"  he  told 
the  Boston  Globe,  "Teachers 
kept  telling  me  to  pay 


After  earning  a  medical 
degree  from  Tufts  University 
School  of  Medicine  in 
1982,  MacKinnon  did  a 
residency  at  Beth  Israel 
Hospital  in  Boston.  He 
returned  to  Brandeis  in  1986 
to  continue  postdoctoral 
studies  in  the  laboratory 
of  his  undergraduate 
mentor,  Christopher  Miller, 
professor  of  biochemistry 
and  Howard  Hughes  Medical 
Institute  Investigator.  "Dr. 
Miller  seemed  to  have  so 
much  fun.  Being  a  research 
scientist  seemed  like  a 
wonderful  life,"  MacKinnon 
said. 

With  Miller  he  began 
working  on  biophysical 
aspects  of  ion  channel 
function,  focusing  on 
the  protein  selective  for 
potassium  ions.  He  began 
his  independent  research 
career  at  Harvard  Medical 
School  in  1989,  moving  to 
Rockefeller  University  in 
1996.  "He  was  introduced 
to  ion  channels  as  a  postdoc 
in  my  lab  and  the  rest  is 
history,"  said  Miller.  "From 
there,  he  continued  to  rise 


rapidly,  becoming  a  young 
star  of  the  field  because  he 
was  doing  such  novel  and 
creative  research.  Nobody 
else  tried  this  type  of 
research,  because  it  was  so 
immensely  overwhelming 
and  they  thought  it  would 
never  work." 

Appointed  a  Howard 
Hughes  Medical  Institute 
Investigator,  MacKinnon 
was  chosen  for  the 
2003  Brandeis  Alumni 
Achievement  Award  and 
is  a  recipient  of  Brandeis's 
Lewis  S.  Rosenstiel  Award 
for  Distinguished  Work  m 
the  Basic  Medical  Sciences. 
He  joins  the  extraordinary 
lineage  of  Rosenstiel 
winners — 12  have  now  gone 
on  to  win  Nohel  prizes. 

MacKinnon's  many 
achievements  include 
solving  the  molecular 
structure  of  the 
potassium  ion  channel,  an 
accomplishment  hailed  by 
Science  magazine  as  one  of 
its  "Breakthroughs  of  the 
Year."

Bill  Friedman  '65  Gives 
S2.5  Million  for  History 
Chair 

A  new  faculty  chair  was 
funded  by  a  $2.5  million 
pledge  by  Bill  Friedman  '65 
to  support  the  Ray  Ginger 
Endowed  Professorship  in 
the  history  department.  The 
late  Ray  Ginger,  who  taught 
popular  courses  on  the 
history  of  the  United  States, 
was,  according  to  Friedman, 
one  of  the  professors  who 
created  the  extraordinary 
intellectual  atmosphere  at 
Brandeis,  a  master  teacher 
and  tennis  coach  who  was 
the  first  person  to  treat 
Friedman  as  an  adult.  On 
December  1,  Professor 
Paul  lankowski,  a  scholar 
in  French  history,  was 
inaugurated  in  Rapaporte 
Treasure  Hall. 


At  the  event  President 
lehuda  Reinharz,  Ph.D.  '72, 
explaining  the  history  of 
academic  chairs,  described 
the  Middle  Ages  when  only 
kings  and  dignitaries  sat 
in  chairs  while  others  sat 
on  floors  or  cushions.  Lady 
Margaret,  mother  of  King 
Henry  VII,  created  two 
chairs,  one  at  Cambridge 
and  one  at  Oxford 
University,  adding  luster  to 
the  university  and  launching 
a  custom  that  continues 
today.  Friedman  presented 
Reinharz  with  two  books 
from  Ray  Ginger's  library 
that  he  had  purchased  from 
Victoria,  Ginger's  widow. 
They  were  overdue  books 
from  the  Brandeis  Library. 


A  history  major  who 
joined  the  Peace  Corps 
after  graduation,  Friedman, 
now  an  attorney  and 
businessman,  went  to 
Columbia  Law  School. 
Friedman  recalled  that  his 
mother  had  written  to  then 
President  Abram  Sachar  in 
support  of  bis  admission  to 
Brandeis  and  in  defending 
his  so-so  high  school  grades.

"The  Melvin  and  Gail  Nessel 
House  in  the  new  Village 
complex  IS  already  one  of 
the  most  highly  coveted 
residences  in  the  annual 
student  housing  lottery." 

The  acclaimed  architect 
Kyu  Sung  Woo  designed  the 
Village  at  Brandeis,  which 
also  includes  the  Lorraine 
and  Jack  N.  Friedman  Hall. 
Kyu  Sung  Woo  has  worked 
on  residence  halls  for  the 
Massachusetts  College  of 
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Art  and  Bennington  College, 
and  on  the  Korean  wing  of 
the  Metropolitan  Museum 
of  Art  in  New  York  City 
and  the  Olympic  Village  in 
Seoul. 


The  Nessel  family  has  long 
supported  Brandeis,  and 
has  been  an  important 
philanthropic  force  in 
Boston  and  in  the  Palm

Nessel  backed  Brandeis 
from  its  earliest  days,  when 
the  University  was  being 
founded  in  1948.  Later,

The  New,  State-of- 
the-Art  Village 
Residential  Complex 

The  Village  at  Brandeis  is 
an  elegant  architectural 
work  of  art.  With  its  spiral 
staircases  and  private  and 
public  spaces,  Brandeis's 
new  residence  hall  has  set 
an  entirely  new  standard 
for  the  undergraduate  living 
experience. 

The  Village,  dedicated  in 
fall  2003,  IS  actually  three 
distinct  buildings  connected 
by  bridges,  beneath  one  of 
which  is  a  main  pedestrian 
gateway  into  campus. 

The  residence  halls  house 
220  juniors  and  seniors, 
in  a  combination  of 
single  and  double  rooms. 
Rooms  are  modified  suite 
arrangements,  which 
establish  a  balance  between 
privacy  and  community 
on  each  floor.  The  new 
residence  halls  help  the 
University  approach  its  goal 
of  housing  90%  of  Brandeis 
undergraduates  on  campus, 
a  mark  set  by  Senior  Vice 
President  for  Students  and 
Enrollment  Jean  Eddy  to 
bolster  recruitment  and 
retention  while  enhancing 
the  undergraduate  living 
experience. 

Each  four-story  module 
in  the  Village  has  student 
rooms  on  three  floors.  There 
are  a  variety  of  common 


spaces,  social  spaces,  and 
seminar  and  quiet-study 
rooms  with  areas  on  the 
entry  level  of  the  structure 
capable  of  accommodating 
larger  groups.  These 
cocurricular  spaces  are 
available  for  use  by  students 
in  other  residence  halls 
and  for  special  events  and 
conferences.  Each  floor  has 
a  common  lounge  and  study 
rooms  associated  with  each 
cluster  of  bedrooms.  And 
each  floor  also  includes  a 
shared  kitchen. 

The  bridges  connecting  the 
modules  have  rooms  on 
one  side,  with  glass  curtain 
walls  on  the  other  and  spiral 
staircases  providing  vertical 
connections  through  the 
building.  Study  lounges 
in  a  number  of  locations 
similarly  provide  spiral 
staircases  and  vertical 
connections.  The  buildings 
also  include  apartments  for 
a  quad  director. 

An  extensive  planning 
process  allowed  for  input 
from  students,  the  Offices  of 
Student  Life  and  Residence 
Life,  faculty,  administrators, 
and  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.

Center

March  22  to  celebrate 
the  grand  opening  of 
the  National  Center  for 
Behavioral  Genomics  and 
the  10th  anniversary  of  the 
Volen  Center  for  Complex 
Systems.  The  events 
featured  a  symposium  on 
autism  and  behavioral 
genomics. 

"The  Volen  Center  has 
always  emphasized  the 
importance  of  bringing 
together  scientists  from 
diverse  disciplines  in  its 
goal  of  solving  the  complex 
mysteries  of  the  brain  and 
behavior,"  said  Arthur 
Wingfield,  the  Nancy 
Lurie  Marks  Professor  of 
Neuroscience  and  director 
of  the  Volen  National 
Center  for  Complex 
Systems. 

The  new  National  Center 
for  Behavioral  Genomics 
will  incorporate  the 
Volen  Center's  unique 
collaborative  approach  in 
conducting  research  across 
traditional  disciplinary 
boundaries  but  will  focus 
more  on  the  molecules 
and  genes  that  affect 
behavior  and  brain  function. 
Appropriately,  it  will  share 
an  anniversary  date  with  the 
Volen  Center,  designated 
a  "National  Center"  by  the 
U.S.  Congress  because  of  the 
scope  and  importance  of  its 
work. 


"The  Symposium  on  Autism 
and  Behavioral  Genomics 
is  a  way  to  celebrate  this 
philosophy — by  bringing 
researchers  from  various 
fields  together  to  discuss 
the  molecular  and  genetic 
etiology  as  well  as  possible 
therapies  for  these 
developmental  disorders  at 
a  molecular,  genomic  level," 
said  Wingfield. 

The  new  National  Center 
for  Behavioral  Genomic's 
goal  IS  to  create  a  new 
understanding  of  how  our 
genetic  endowment  helps 
create  human  behaviors. 
The  Center  will  investigate 
questions  about  the  nature 
and  function  of  sleep,  the 
mechanisms  of  learning  and 
memory,  and  the  genetic 
and  molecular  basis  of 
ci)gnition.  Its  focus  will  be 
on  genetic  disorders  as  well 
as  mental  disorders  and 
diseases. 

"Using  modern  methodology, 
the  Center  will  take  a  new 
interdisciplinary  approach 
to  examining  the  impact  of 
the  genome  on  behavior," 
said  Michael  Rosbash, 
professor  of  biology,  Howard 
Hughes  Medical  Institute 
(HHMII  Investigator  and 
director  of  the  new  National 
Center  for  Behavioral 
Genomics  at  Brandeis. 

In  addition,  with  support 
from  the  Nancy  Lurie  Marks 
Family  Foundation,  an 
innovative,  upper-division 
undergraduate  and  graduate 
biology  course  on  autism 
will  be  taught  in  the  fall 
by  Susan  Birren,  associate 
professor  of  neurobiology.

The  Academy  of  Motion 
Picture  Arts  and  Sciences

has  named  Tom  Doherty, 
associate  professor  of  film 
studies  (on  the  Sam  Spiegel 
fundi,  a  2003  Academy  Film 
Scholar. 

Doherty,  who  is  also  chair 
of  the  Film  Studies  Program, 
and  Shelley  Stamp,  a 
professor  from  the  University 
of  California,  will  receive 
$25,000  grants  each  to 
write  books  about  the  film 
industry.  Doherty  will  create 
a  monograph  exploring  the 
life  and  legacy  of  Joseph  I. 
Breen,  who  from  1934  until 
1954  served  as  head  of  the 
Motion  Picture  Association 
of  America's  Production  Code 
Administration. 


Owens,  who  served  as  dean  of 
arts  and  sciences  at  Brandeis 
from  2000  to  2003,  is  among 
187  Fellows  and  29  Foreign 
Honorary  Members  named  by 
the  Academy  in  2003. 

She  joins  an  illustrious  group 
of  4,000  Academy  Fellows 
and  Foreign  Honorary 
Members  nationwide  and 
throughout  the  world  who 
have  been  recognized  for  their 
contributions  to  sciences, 
scholarship,  public  affairs, 
and  the  arts. 


Doherty  and  Stamp  are  the 
fourth  pair  of  film  scholars 
to  be  selected  by  the  grants 
committee  of  the  Academy 
Foundation  for  the  honor. 

Only  established  scholars, 
writers,  historians,  and 
researchers  with  significant 
records  of  achievement  were 
considered  for  the  grants, 
according  to  the  Academy's 
grants  committee. 

The  Academy  Film  Scholars 
program  was  created  in 
1999  to  "stimulate  and 
support  the  creation  of  new, 
innovative,  and  significant 
works  of  film  scholarship 
about  aesthetic,  cultural, 
educational,  historical, 
theoretical,  or  scientific 
aspects  of  theatrical  motion 
pictures." 

Doherty  will  present  his 
project  in  a  lecture  at  a 
public  Academy  event 
following  the  completion  of 
his  work. 
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Owens  is  a  distinguished 
scholar  of  Renaissance 
music.  Her  book,  Composers 
at  Work:  the  Craft  of 
Musical  Composition  1450- 
1600  (Oxford  University 
Press,  1997),  is  the  first 
systematic  investigation 
of  composers'  autograph 
manuscripts  prior  to  1600; 
it  offers  a  view  of  the 
conceptual  foundations  of 
musical  language  and  earned 
her  the  1998  ASCAP-Deems 
Taylor  Award.  She  is  now 
working  on  a  book  about 


musical  language  in  early 
modern  England. 

She  IS  past  president  of  the 
American  Musicological 
Society  and  president-elect 
of  the  Renaissance  Society 
of  America. 

Owens  received  her  B.A. 
from  Barnard  College  and 
her  M.F.A.  and  Ph.D.  from 
Princeton  University.  Before 
coming  to  Brandeis  in  1984, 
she  taught  at  the  Eastman 
School  of  Music.

Cell  Mates 


New  Family  of  Enzymes 
May  Provide  Cancer  Link 

A  group  of  Brandeis 
University  scientists  have 
identified  a  new  family  of 
enzymes  that  play  a  vital 
role  in  the  regulation  of 
the  cell  cycle.  The  family 
of  enzymes,  known  as 
acireductone  dioxygenases 
(ARDs),  are  found  m  almost 
all  species,  including  humans, 
and  are  thought  to  regulate 
biochemical  changes  that 
may  cause  a  cell  to  become 
more  susceptible  to  cancer. 
The  group's  findings  are 
reported  in  the  Volume  9, 
number  12  issue  of  Nature 
Structure  Biology. 

"This  IS  the  first  research 
project  to  focus  on  the 
role  of  ARDs  in  biological 
signaling,"  said  Thomas 
Pochapsky,  professor  of 
chemistry.  "By  focusing  on 
this  enzyme  we  discovered 
how  it  binds  to  or  interacts 
with  other  molecules,  which 
may  aid  in  understanding 
how  regulation  occurs  in 
this  important  biochemical 
pathway." 

Pochapsky,  along  with 
scientists  Susan  Sondej 
Pochapsky  and  Tingting 


Ju,  characterized  a 
critical  step  involved  in 
methionine  salvage,  which 
in  turn  is  required  for 
DNA  methylation.  DNA 
methylation  plays  a  vital 
role  in  switching  on  and 
off  a  variety  of  biochemical 
pathways,  including  those 
leading  to  cancer  and  other 
diseases. 

"If  we  can  understand 
the  signals  that  ARD  is 
transmitting  and  where 
those  messages  are  being 
sent  we  may  be  able  to 
turn  them  on  and  off  at 
will,  preventing  or  reducing 
the  risk  of  many  diseases, 
including  cancer,"  said 
Pochapsky. 

The  findings  build  on 
research  by  the  late  Brandeis 
biochemist  Robert  Abeles, 
who  discovered  the  first 
ARD.  Collaborative  work 
on  this  project  is  also  taking 
place  in  the  laboratory  of 
Liz  Hedstrom,  associate 
professor  of  biochemistry. 
The  research  is  supported 
by  a  four-year  grant  from 
the  National  Institutes  of 
Health  that  was  awarded 
to  Pochapsky's  group  in  the 
spring  of  2003. 
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Mind  Games 


Brandeis  Researchers 
Show  How  the  Human 
Brain  Navigates 

Using  a  video  game 
featuring  a  yellow  taxi, 
virtual  city,  and  human 
players  with  electrodes 
embedded  in  their  memory 
banks,  neuroscientists  at 
Brandeis  University  and 
UCLA  have  discovered 
how  three  types  of  brain 
cells  interact  to  help  people 
navigate  the  real  world. 

Published  in  the  September 
1 1  edition  of  the  peer- 
reviewed  journal  Nature, 
the  findings  offer  unique 
information  about  how 


Brandeis  researchers  are 
using  a  taxi  driver  computer 
simulation  game  to 
understand  the  brain's  role  in 
spatial  navigation.  Brandeis 
researchers  Arne  Ekstrom 
and  Michael  Kahana,  with 
Itzhak  Fried  at  UCLA  Medical 
Center,  showed  that  cells  in 
one  region  of  the  brain,  called 
the  hippocampus,  encode 
specific  spatial  locations 
while  cells  in  a  region  called 
the  parahippocampus  encode 
salient  landmarks  seen  while 
navigating. 


human  memory  works  and 
present  new  avenues  of 
investigation  for  treatment 
of  memory  disorders  such  as 
Alzheimer's  disease. 

The  research,  which 
evaluated  the  responses  of 
patients  already  attached  to 
EEC  monitors  to  determine 
the  focus  of  epileptic 
seizures,  also  demonstrates 
how  clinical  patient  settings 
offer  unique  opportunities 
to  learn  about  the  mind 
and  body.  Researchers 
monitored  signals  from 
individual  brain  cells  as 
patients  played  a  computer 
game  in  which  they 
explored  a  virtual  town  in  a 
taxi.  The  players  searched 
for  passengers  who  appeared 
in  random  locations, 
and  delivered  them  to 
designated  stores. 

The  findings  identify 
distinct  cells  that  help 
humans  determine  where 
they  are  (place),  what 
they  see  (view]  and  what 
they  are  looking  for 
(goal).  They  found  "place" 
cells  primarily  in  the 
hippocampus  and  "view" 
cells  primarily  in  the 
parahippocampal  region. 

"Our  study  shows  how 
cells  in  the  human  brain 
rapidly  learn  to  respond 
to  complex  features  of  our 
environment.  One  of  the 
most  intriguing  discoveries 
was  that  some  cells 
respond  to  combinations  of 
place,  view,  and  goal.  For 
example,  we  found  cells 
that  responded  to  viewing 
an  object  only  when  that 
object  was  a  goal,"  said 


Michael  Kahana,  associate 
professor  of  psychology 
and  Volen  National  Center 
for  Complex  Systems 
and  an  expert  in  the 
neurophysiology  of  human 
spatial  navigation. 

Previous  research  had 
identified  "place"  cells  in 
the  hippocampus  of  rodents, 
until  now  perhaps  the 
most  striking  example  of  a 
correlation  between  bram 
cell  activity  and  complex 
behavior  in  mammals. 
These  cells  increase  their 
firing  rate  when  the  animal 
moves  across  specific 
portions  of  its  surroundings. 

"Our  results  suggest  that 
our  navigation  system 
preserves  some  elements 
of  the  same  system  used  by 
other  mammals,  but  also 
has  some  features  unique 
to  us  because  of  our  highly 
developed  visual  system," 
said  first  author  Arne 
Ekstrom,  a  Brandeis  doctoral 
student. 

"Our  findings  provide  the 
first  glimpse  at  the  visually 
based  neural  code  used  by 
humans  to  form  spatial 
maps  of  their  environment 
and  navigate  from 
location  to  location,"  said 
neurosurgeon  Itzhak  Fried, 
professor  of  neurosurgery 
at  the  David  Geffen  School 
of  Medicine  at  UCLA  and 
professor  of  psychiatry  and 
biobehavioral  sciences  at 
UCLA  Neuropsychiatric 
Institute.  "Damage  to 
these  groups  of  cells  can 
cause  people  to  lose  their 
ability  to  negotiate  their 
environment  and  remember 
new  surroundings." 

Neuroimaging  studies  had 
implicated  the  hippocampus 
and  the  parahippocampal 
region  as  keys  to  human 
navigation,  but  until  now  it 
remained  unclear  whether 
rodent-iike  place  coding 
occurs  in  humans,  or 


whether  human  navigation 
is  driven  by  a  different 
neural  mechanism  based  on 


"The  success  of  this  project 
is  also  an  important 
illustration  of  the  value 
of  clinical  patient  settings 
in  learning  about  the 
mind  and  body,"  said 
Fried,  who  has  pioneered 
methods  for  studying  the 
cellular  basis  of  human 
vision  and  memory.  "The 
understanding  gained  from 
such  studies  may  eventually 
help  future  patients  with 
brain  disorders  affecting  the 
brain  memory  systems." 

This  study  shows  that  place 
cells  are  indeed  important 
m  humans,  hut  that  other 
cells  aid  in  navigation  by 
coding  for  landmarks  (view 
cells]  and  the  intended  goal 
(goal  cells]. 

The  research  team 
recorded  responses  of 
single  neurons  in  seven 
subjects  who  were  patients 
with  epilepsy  undergoing 
invasive  monitoring  with 
intracranial  electrodes  to 
identify  the  seizure  focus  for 
potential  surgical  treatment. 

The  researchers  recorded 
the  activity  of  317  neurons: 
67  cells  in  the  hippocampus, 
,54  in  the  parahippocampal 
region,  1 1 1  in  the  amygdala, 
and  8.5  in  the  frontal  lobes. 
To  determine  the  nature 
of  cellular  responses  while 
subjects  performed  tasks  on 
the  computer,  researchers 
compared  activity  rates 
related  to  subject  location  in 
the  virtual  town  (place],  the 
object  they  viewed  (view), 
and  their  goal.

It  was  hard  to  tell  who 
was  more  excited:  Judith 
Eissenhcrs,  the  Lydian 
String  Quartet  violinist  who 
stood  waiting  on  the  steps  of 
Slosberg  Recital  Hall  as  two 
yellow  school  busses  pulled 
into  the  parking  lot,  or  the 
more  than  100  fifth  graders 
who  got  out  to  meet  her. 

Eissenberg  personally 
greeted  the  youngsters  as 
they  filed  into  the  music 
building  for  a  special 
concert,  bending  over  to 
address  students  by  name, 
tousling  a  head  of  hair  or 
two,  smiling  warmly. 

Eissenberg  is  founder 
of  Music  Unites,  a 
collaborative  program  with 


the  Waltham  public  school 
system  that  integrates 
music  in  the  curricula.  She 
has  made  it  her  business 
to  personally  connect  with 
as  many  young  people  as 
possible  in  an  effort  to 
nurture  what  she  hopes  will 
be  a  lifelong  love  of  music. 

It  seems  to  be  working.  The 
first  concert  in  the  fall  was 
a  big  hit  with  the  students, 
who  came  from  Fitzgerald 
and  Northeast  schools. 

"It  was  amazing,"  said  fifth- 
grader  Amanda  Fourmer, 
who  plays  the  viola.  "I  hope 
that  someday  I  will  be  able 
to  play  like  that,"  she  told 
the  Waltham  News  Tiibune. 

The  quartet — Dan  Stepner 
(violin),  Mary  Ruth  Ray 
(violal,  loshua  Gordon 
Icello),  and  Eissenberg — 
played  music  ranging 
from  American  Jazz 


great  Duke  Ellington  to 
Russian  composer  Dmitri 
Shostakovich,  capping  each 
performance  with  a  talk 
about  the  culture,  society, 
and  historical  context 
in  which  the  music  was 
created. 

The  students,  many  of 
whom  sat  on  the  stage 
with  the  musicians,  had 
come  well  prepared.  Their 
teachers  gave  them  lessons 


in  the  classroom  as  part  of 
the  program's  mission  to 
link  curriculum  to  each 
performance. 

Music  Unites  is  based  on 
the  premise  that  "music  is  a 
common  language  that  can 
unite  diverse  cultures  and 
shape  children's  ability  to 
act  ethically  and  responsibly 
in  an  increasingly  complex 
world,"  said  Eissenberg.

Altman  Among 
"100  Most  Powerful" 

Stuart  Altman,  the  Sol 
C.  Chaikin  Professor  of 
National  Health  Policy  at 
The  Heller  School  for  Social 
Policy  and  Management, 
has  been  named  one  of  the 
100  most  powerful  people 
in  healthcare  by  Modern 
Healthcare,  the  nation's 
leading  healthcare  business 
publication.  Recognized  for 
his  leadership  in  confronting 
Medicare  reform,  Altman 
was  ranked  among  the  top 
half  of  the  nation's  most 
influential  people. 

Altman  has  been  a  professor 
at  Brandeis  since  1977  and 
also  holds  the  chair  of  the 


nonpartisan  think  tank,  the 
Council  on  Health  Care 
Economics  and  Policy. 
Sponsored  by  The  Robert 
Wood  Johnson  Foundation 
and  headquartered  at 
Heller's  Schneider  Institute 
for  Health  Policy,  the 
council  brings  together 
a  panel  of  distinguished 
health  care  analysts  who 
investigate  key  health 
research  topics.  Topics 
include  such  controversial 
issues  as  medical 
malpractice,  Medicaid 
reform,  and  emergency 
room  overcrowding. 

Appointed  by  President  Bill 
Clinton  to  the  National 
Bipartisan  Commission 
on  the  future  of  Medicare, 
Altman  was  the  first  chair 
of  the  Congressionally 


legislated  Prospective 
Payment  Assessment 
Commission  (ProPac),  and 
served  in  that  capacity 
for  12  years.  He  was  also 
a  senior  member  of  the 
Clinton-Gore  Health 
Policy  Transition  Team. 
Throughout  his  career  he 
has  commanded  respect 
from  the  Democratic  and 
Republican  parties  and  he 
continues  to  testify  before 
various  congressional 
committees. 

Altman  was  dean  of 
The  Heller  School  from 
1977  until  July  1993  and 
interim  President  of 
Brandeis  University  from 
1990  to  1991.  Between 
1971  and  1976  he  was 


the  deputy  assistant 
secretary  for  planning  and 
evaluation/health  at  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Health, 
Education,  and  Welfare. 
From  1973  to  1974  he  also 
served  as  the  deputy  director 
for  health  of  the  President's 
Cost-of-Living  Council, 
where  he  was  responsible 
for  developing  the  council's 
program  on  health  care 
cost  containment.  He 
also  cochaired  the 
Gubernatorial/Legislative 
Health  Care  Task  Force 
for  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.

Cheung  Probes  Most 
Distant  X-Ray  Jet 
to  Be  Discovered 

Astrophysics  siaduatL- 
student  Teddy  Cheung's 
research  is  providing  a 
unique  look  at  the  early 
universe.  His  most  recent 


observation,  published 
in  the  January  1  issue 
of  Astrophysical  Journal 
Letters,  reveals  a  radio 
emission  emanating 
from  the  most  distant  )et 
discovered.  The  jet,  a  stream 
of  plasma  made  up  of  hi.gh- 
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The  Chandra  image  of  the 
quasar  GB1508+5714  reveals 
a  jet  of  high-energy  particles 
that  extends  more  than 
100,000  light  years  from  the 
supermassive  black  hole 
powering  the  quasar  At  a 
distance  of  12  billion  light 
years  from  Earth,  this  is  the 
most  distant  jet  ever  detected. 
The  discovery  of  this  jet  is 
especially  significant  because 
it  provides  astronomers  with  a 
way  to  measure  the  intensity 
of  the  cosmic  background 
radiation  about  one  billion 
years  after  the  Big  Bang. 


energy  particles,  appears 
to  extend  for  more  than 
100,000  light  years  from  a 
super  massive  black  hole 
residing  in  the  center  of  an 
extremely  distant  galaxy. 
The  jet  reveals  information 
about  the  intensity  of 
the  cosmic  microwave 
background  radiation,  dating 
back  to  more  than  12  billion 
years  ago. 

"What  makes  this  discovery 
so  unique  is  that  it  allovkis 
us  to  probe  the  early 
universe,  examining  the 
intense  radiation  left  over 
from  the  Big  Bang,"  said 
Cheung.  "The  jet  was 
identified  recently  in  an 
image  taken  with  NASA's 


Chandra  X-Ray  Observatory 
by  a  team  of  scientists  led 
by  Aneta  Siemignowska  of 
the  Harvard-Smithsonian 
Center  for  Astrophysics. 

Radio  observations  of  the  jet, 
obtained  by  Cheung,  help 
to  reveal  the  conditions  in 
the  universe  at  a  very  early 
stage,  revealing  clues  about 
the  radiation  when  the  first 
stars  and  galaxies  were 
being  formed.  According  to 
Cheung  it  is  believed  that 
all  galaxies  have  a  super 
massive  black  hole  |SMBH| 
at  their  center — black  holes 
that  are  millions  to  billions 
of  times  more  massive 
than  our  sun.  Most  of  these 
SMBHs  lie  dormant,  but  the 
active  ones  are  identified  as 
quasars.  The  most  powerful 
display  large,  powerful  jets, 
which  emit  radio  waves. 
The  discovery  of  the  jet, 
however,  was  a  surprise  to 
the  astronomers.  Previously, 
astronomers  had  known  the 
distant  quasar  GBl,S08-i-5714 
to  be  a  powerful  X-ray 
source,  but  there  had 
been  no  indication  of  any 
complex  structure  or  a  jet. 

Using  data  from  the 
National  Radio  Astronomy 
Observatory's  Very  Large 
Array,  one  of  the  world's 
premier  astronomical  radio 
observatories,  Cheung 
discovered  the  radio 
radiation  from  the  jet. 


Cheung's  detection  gave  a 
rare  glimpse  of  the  remnant 
heat  emitted  only  a  few 
hundred  thousand  years 
after  the  early  universe  was 
created.  As  proposed  by  the 
Big  Bang  Theory,  the  early 
universe  was  created  from 
a  cosmic  explosion  leaving 
behind  this  primordial 
radiation. 

"The  jet  stretches  out  10 
to  100  times  the  size  of 
a  typical  large  elliptical 
galaxy,"  said  Cheung.  "As 
the  black  hole,  which 
resides  at  the  center  of 
its  host  galaxy,  actively 
swallows  up  stars  and  gas 
these  jets  are  created  as  a 
way  to  carry  off  energy." 

According  to  Cheung,  as 
the  electrons  in  the  jet  are 
accelerated  to  speeds  very 
near  the  speed  of  light, 
they  collide  with  the  CMB 
radiation,  producing  X-ray 
radiation,  which  Chandra 
detected.  Cheung  discovered 
the  radio  counterpart  of 
the  X-ray  feature,  thereby 
confirming  its  association 
with  the  quasar  and  its 
interpretation  as  a  jet. 

"The  combination  of 
the  radio  and  X-ray 
measurements  made 
it  possible  to  infer  the 
temperature  of  the 
background  radiation  locally 
to  the  distant  quasar — it 
was  warmer,"  said  Cheung. 

"This  was  expected,  and 
generally  assumed,  but 
experimental  techniques 
to  verify  this  are  rare.  The 
CMB  is  a  fundamental 
prediction  of  the  Big 
Bang  model,  and  these 
observations  provided  a  rare 
glimpse  into  its  behavior."

Middle  East  Studies 
Center  to  Fill  Void  in 
Reliable  Information  on 
the  Region 

In  the  wake  ot  the  2001 
terrorist  attacks,  mihtary 
engagement  in  Afghanistan, 
and  the  war  in  Iraq,  the  need 
for  reliable,  policy-relevant 
scholarship  on  the  Middle 
East  has  become  more 
critical  than  ever. 

To  address  this  need, 
Brandeis  University  has 
announced  it  will  establish 


a  Center  for  Middle  East 
Studies,  scheduled  to  open 
in  October  2004.  The 
University  has  raised  $20 
million  for  the  research 
center — two-thirds  of  its  $30 
million  goal. 

"The  goal  is  to  create  a 
new  kind  of  Middle  East 
center,"  said  President 
Jehuda  Reinharz,  Ph.D.  72, 

"one  that  will  significantly 
broaden  scholarship  of 
the  region  by  promoting 
research  on  the  history, 
politics,  economics, 
religions,  cultures,  and 
institutions  of  the  entire 
area  from  the  Arab  world 
and  Israel,  Turkey,  and 
Iran." 


While  the  current  conflicts 
in  the  Middle  East  will 
be  an  important  focus  of 
research  and  teaching  at 
Brandeis,  the  defining  goal 
of  the  new  center  is  to 
expand  study  beyond  topics 
of  Arab-Israeli  tensions 
to  include  economic 
development,  ethnic 
relations,  and  social  and 
geo-political  questions  in 
the  region.  At  the  moment, 
no  single  institution  of 
higher  education  in  the 
United  States  provides  such 
a  breadth  of  study  of  the 
Middle  East. 


The  center's  academic 
mission  will  be  balanced 
between  research  and 
teaching,  producing 
new  insights  on  and 
understanding  of  the 
region,  and  providing  the 
highest  level  of  training 
for  future  generations  of 
scholars.  The  University 
envisions  the  center  as  a 
vital  national  resource  that 
will  analyze  Middle  East 
economic,  political,  and 
cultural  developments,- 
generate  policy  ideas;  and 
offer  a  forum  for  interaction 
between  academia  and  the 
world  of  public  policy.

David  Rakowski,  professor 
of  composition,  has  won 
the  prestigious  Chamber 
Music  Society  of  Lincoln 
Center's  2004-06  Elise  L. 
Stoeger  Prize. 

The  award,  given  every 
other  year,  recognizes  a 
composer  who  has  made 
significant  contributions 
to  the  chamber  music 
repertory  and  consists  of 
a  cash  prize  of  $25,000 
and  a  performance  of  the 
winner's  pieces  by  the 
Chamber  Music  Society. 
Rakowski  is  the  second 
Brandeis  professor  to  win 
the  award  m  the  past 
decade;  Yehudi  Wyner, 
Naumburg  Professor  of 


Composition,  was  selected 
for  the  Stoeger  Prize  in 
1998.  The  prize  includes  a 
performance  of  Rakowski's 
Violin  Songs  in  the  Chamber 
Music  Society's  Double 
Exposure  series  concert 
in  April  2005,  with  Susan 
Narucki,  soprano,  and 
Curtis  Macomber,  violin — 
the  performers  for  whom 
the  piece  was  written. 

Rakowski  has  received 
numerous  other  awards 
including  the  Rome  Prize 
and  an  Academy  Award 
from  the  American 
Academy  of  Arts  and 
Letters,  as  well  as  awards 
and  fellowships  from  the 
Guggenheim  Foundation, 
the  National  Endowment 
for  the  Arts,  the  Rockefeller 
Foundation,  the  Tanglewood 
Music  Center,  BMI,  and 
various  artist  colonies.  He 
has  twice  been  a  finalist 
for  a  Pulitzer  Prize  for 
Music  and  was  also  recently 
named  winner  of  the 


International  Horn  Society's 
composition  competition 
for  his  Locking  Horns,  a 
concerto  for  horn  and 
chamber  orchestra  (Albany 
Records).  Rakowski's  Dream 
Symphony  had  its  world 
premiere  in  January  when  it 
was  performed  by  the  New 
England  String  Ensemble  at 
Merrimack  College  in  North 
Andover,  Massachusetts. 

The  Elise  L.  Stoeger  Prize 
was  established  in  1985 
with  a  bequest  from 
Milan  Stoeger,  a  long-time 
subscriber  to  the  Chamber 
Music  Society,  in  memory 
of  his  wife,  Elise.  Winners 
are  chosen  from  the 
nominations  of  a  committee 
of  leading  musicians, 
composers,  educators, 
managers,  and  presenters 
from  around  the  country.

Professor  Emeritus  of  Chemistry 
Saul  Cohen,  who  came  to  Brandeis 
after  working  at  Polaroid  and 
eventually  was  appointed  the  first 
dean  of  faculty  at  the  new  University, 
helped  define  the  shape  of  graduate 
study  by  brainstorming  with  Dr. 
Abram  Sachar,  the  University's  first 
President.  Cohen  urged  that  Brandeis 
hire  faculty  "seriously  interested 
in  undergraduate  teaching  and  in 
carrying  on  fundamental  research 
at  the  ciuting-cdge  of  their  fields." 
Cohen  thought  that  graduate  degrees 
and  the  Graduate  School  of  Arts 


and  Sciences  be  established  before 
the  fledgling  university  was  even 
accredited. 

"I  argued  that  it  would  be  costly  and 
difficult  to  introduce  the  graduate 
school  after  the  initial  faculty  had 
become  accustomed  to  the  different 
and  less  demanding  mores  of  an 
undergraeluate  college,"  Cohen 
remembers.  He  also  cautioned

that  Brandeis  "not  be  tempted"  to 
create  professional  schools  of  medicine, 
dentistry,  or  law,  which  might  distract 
from  the  needs  of  the  rest  of  the 
University. 

Establishing  graduate  degrees  in  what 
became  Near  Eastern  and  Judaic  Studies 
(NEfS)  was  an  especially  daring  move 
because  the  field,  in  the  United  States, 
was  still  in  its  infancy.  "Few  universities 
had  departments  in  this  area;  they  just 
had  individual  professors,"  says  Jonathan 
Sarna  75,  M.A.  75,  Joseph  H.  and  Belle 
R.  Braun  Professor  of  American  Jewish 
History.  "Our  having  a  department 
set  Brandeis  apart."  Benjamin  Ravid, 
Jennie  and  Mayer  Weisman  Professor 
of  Jewish  History,  was  a  faculty  child 
at  Brandeis  durhig  the  period.  He  cites 
Sachar's  "profound  commitment  to 
the  Judaic  element  in  civilization"  as

Says  Ravid,  "This  was  the 
first  graduate  school  of  Judaic  studies 
in  a  secular  environment — a  major 
achievement."  Pioneer  faculty  included

Marvin  Fox;  and  Ben  Halpern,  who  was 
interested  in  modern  Jewish  history. 

Saul  Cohen  believes  the  University's 
lack  of  tradition  was  one  reason  why 
early  faculty — and  students — could 
mold  graduate  study  so  freely.  Cohen 
himself  helped  nudge  Brandeis  toward 
the  growing  field  of  biochemistry. 


"At  the  tunc,  research  m  biochemistry 
was  largely  confined  to  medical  schools, 
but  we  introduced  a  course  to  facilitate 
the  admission  of  undergraduates  to 
medical  and  dental  schools."  Cohen 
understood  that  biology  was  "becoming 
more  and  more  chemical,"  while 
chemistry  was  developing  "so  as 
to  approach  the  complex  problems 
of  biological  systems."  Eventually, 
through  the  interest  and  generosity 
of  philanthropist  Lewis  Rosenstiel, 
Cohen  was  able  to  assemble  a  group  of 
notable  biochemists  who  did  "superb 
biochemical  research"  at  Brandeis. 

The  arts  at  Brandeis  were  equally 
vibrant,  remembers  Caldwell  Titcomb, 
one  of  the  first  instructors  in  music  at 
the  new  University.  "When  Brandeis 
created  the  graduate  program  and 
wanted  to  get  into  music  history,  (then 
Brandeis  Professor)  Irving  Fine  invited 


me  to  come  along.  1  had  been  his 
graduate  assistant  at  Harvard."  Fine, 
Titcomb  says,  "really  built  up  the 
whole  music  department  at  Brandeis." 
Other  prominent  early  faculty  included 
Harold  Shapero  and  Arthur  Berger. 

Among  the  half-dozen  music  graduate 
students  was  Jack  Gottlieb,  now  a  noted 
New  York  composer  and  the  author  of 
Funny,  It  Doesn't  Sound  Jewish:  How 
Yiddish  Songs  and  Synagogue  Melodies 
Influenced  Tin  Pan  Alley,  Broadway 
and  Hollywood,  a  joint  publication 
of  the  Library  of  Congress  and  the 
State  University  of  New  York  Press. 
According  to  Gottlieb,  the  music  world 
of  the  early  fifties  was  passionately 
divided  between  the  Stravinsky/ 
Copland  school  and  advocates  of 
Arnold  Schoenberg,  between  the  tonal 
and  atonal  camps.  "Brandeis  was  very 
much  in  the  Stravinsky/Copland  camp," 
Gottlieb  says.

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Even  today,  Gottlieb  speaks  with 
emotion  of  his  late  mentor,  Irving  Fme 
as  "a  genial,  laid-back,  pipe-smoking 
man  without  a  mean  bone  in  his  body." 
(Fine  died  young  and  is  memorialized 
by  a  bronze  bust  in  the  music  building's 
lobby.  Only  now  is  Fine  being 
recognized  as  the  dazzling  composer 
that  he  was.)  Gottlieb  also  relished 
working  closely  with  Leonard  Bernstein. 
One  assignment  from  the  already 
famous  composer  involved  writing 
a  song  that  could  be  used  with  the 
musical  that  later  became  the  Broadway 
landmark  Candide:  "Bernstein  asked 
each  of  us  to  set  one  scene,  so  I 
chose  something  that  was  part  of  the 
original  Voltaire  but  not  in  Bernstein's 
conception  or  the  show's  book  by 
Lillian  Hellinan.  Miss  Hellman  was 
there  in  attendance  that  day,  and  I  think 
Bernstein  was  impressed  that  I  was  a 
little  more  adventurous  than  some  of 
the  other  graduate  students."  Gottlieb 
is  probably  right  about  impressing 
Bernstein,  since  he  went  on  to  work 
with  the  composer  for  more  than  30 
years,  editing  his  books  and  scores. 


Adventurousness  was  welcome  during 
this  period  of  Brandeis  history,  as 
Ricardo  Morant,  Minnie  and  Harold  L. 
Fierman  Professor  of  Psychology  and 
Volen  National  Center  for  Complex 
Systems,  remembers.  Hired  by  the 
world  famous  psychologist  Abraham 
Maslow  to  set  up  the  graduate 
psychology  program,  he  says  the 
department  recruited  graduate  students 
with  the  seasoning  and  brilliance  to 
hold  their  own  with  stellar  faculty. 
They  did  not  take  students  fresh  out  of 
undergraduate  work,  but  individuals 
who  already  knew  where  they  wanted 
to  focus.  "We  selected  them  very,  very 
carefully,"  Morant  says.  "We  worked 
with  them  not  as  students  but  as 
colleagues.  For  all  intents  and  puiposes, 
there  was  no  distinction  between  us. 
We  didn't  give  exams  (that  changed),  we 
just  got  to  know  one  another.  When  a 
student  clearly  wasn't  fitting  in,  both 
the  student  and  we  realized  it,  and 
that  was  the  end  of  that."  Graduate 
study  in  psychology  at  Brandeis  was 
not  intended  to  emphasize  personality 
theory  or  social  psychology.  Morant 
and  Maslow  were  not  designing  a 
program  in  clinical  psychology  to 
train  therapists,  but  creating  a  general 
psychology  program.  Morant's  own 
interests  were  perception  and  sensory 


processes,  and  he  helped  hire  colleagues 
like  Ulrich  Neisser  and  Richard  Held 
who  helped  define  the  new  area  of 
cognitive  psychology. 

Saul  Cohen  believes  the  University's 
lack  of  tradition  was  one  reason  why 
early  faculty — and  students — could 
mold  graduate  study  so  freely:  "You 
didn't  have  many  old  fogies  around." 
Regarding  his  chemistry  graduate 
students,  he  says,  "I  didn't  exercise 
much  control.  People  could  do  what 
they  wanted." 

Robert  Zand,  now  professor  of 
biochemistry  and  of  macromolecular 
science  and  engineering  at  the 
University  of  Michigan,  was  one  of 
Cohen's  first  graduate  students — the 
first  Brandeis  chemistry  Ph.D.,  in  fact, 
earning  that  degree  in  1961.  "There 
had  been  other  doctoral  students  before 
I  arrived,"  Zand  explains,  "but  none 
of  them  managed  to  survive.  There 
was  another  student  of  Saul's,  called 
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Ezra  Khedouri,  and  Ezra  and  I  were 
graduated  at  the  same  time,  hut  I  just 
finished  up  a  Httle  earher."  Ahhough 
raised  in  New  York  City,  Zand  had 
done  his  undergraduate  work  in  the 
distant  Midwest,  at  the  University 
of  Missouri.  He  alludes  to  another 
facet  of  the  early  fifties  scene,  an  era 
of  cultural  conservatism  and  the  rise 
of  Senator  Joseph  McCarthy:  "That 
was  a  period  when  Jewish  kids  who 
wanted  to  go  into  chemistry  were 
having  a  rough  time  because  there 
was  still  discrimination."  Zand  sought 
out  Brandeis  after  people  from  the 
national  Hillel  office  recommended 
the  University.  "I  felt  comfortable 
at  Brandeis,"  Zand  says.  "And  Saul 
was  my  thesis  advisor  and  a  very  fine 
mentor." 

Conviviality  with  professors,  of  course, 
made  Brandeis  no  less  a  rigorous, 
demanding  place  for  graduate  students. 
NEJS  Professor  Simon  Rawidowicz 
gave  all  his  graduate  seminars  in  Jewish 
philosophy  and  Hebrew  literature  in 


Hebrew.  He  reveled  in  being  in  what 
Ravid  calls  "an  academic  university 
environment"  where  he  could  teach 
such  specialized  and  advanced  courses. 

The  new  University  had  its  rough 
edges,  too.  Jack  Gottlieb  remembers 
the  primitive  landscaping,  and,  each 
spring,  the  rich  crop  of  mud.  Because  it 
lacked  a  laboratory  and  support  services, 
the  chemistry  department  offered  only 
a  master's  degree  during  the  first  two 
years.  Sometimes,  Saul  Cohen  had  to 
scrounge  for  World  War  II  surplus  parts 
to  conduct  his  experiments. 

What  inspired  the  close,  almost  cozy 
feel  of  the  first  years  of  graduate  study 
at  Brandeis;  Faculty  child  Benjamin 
Ravid,  who  met  professors  socially 
at  his  parents'  home  and  elsewhere, 
calls  Brandeis  "a  different  place,  much 
smaller."  He  says,  "Everything  was 
more  intimate  and  people  from,  believe 
it  or  not,  other  departments  would  be 
invited  to  our  home."  Ravid  thinks  that 
this  symbiotic  culture  derived  from  the 
common  bonds  many  professors  shared, 

"for  the  most  part  being  left  of  center, 
European,  and  sophisticated."  He  adds, 

"They  were  not  narrow  specialists.  They 
were  giants  creating  their  fields." 


And  their  influence  radiated  throughout 
Brandeis  and  beyond.  The  Near  Eastern 
and  Judaic  Studies  department,  for 
example,  spawned  other  programs 
throughout  the  country.  Says  Jonathan 
Sarna,  "People  would  graduate  from 
Brandeis  and  go  on  to  places  like 
Indiana,  Amherst,  and  New  York 
University.  Brandeis  was  really  peopling 
these  Judaica  programs  that  were 
searching  for  faculty." 

Fifty  years  later,  Jack  Gottlieb  still 
remembers  the  brightness,  the 
originality,  of  his  years  at  Brandeis: 
"The  combination  of  pop  and  esoteric 
was  very  special,  as  was  the  prevalence 
of  humor.  This  was  unprecedented, 
and,  as  far  as  I  know,  not  duplicated 
elsewhere."  He  then  sums  up  what 
Brandeis  meant  for  those  long-ago,  first 
graduate  students:  "It  was  very  special, 
very  precious,  a  great  heritage.  I'm  so 
pleased  that  I  went  there. "■

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ommander  Lewin 
Wright  '84  is  on  the  wet  and 
windswept  deck  of  the  U.S.S. 
Constitution  this  morning 
to  present  promotions  to  crew 
members  who  have  earned 
them  within  the  past  six  months. 
The  men  and  women  of  the 
crew  stand  in  a  hne  with  their 
backs  to  the  port  gunwales, 
facing  Wright,  who  addresses 
them  from  the  center  of  the 
raised  main  hatch  that  acts 
as  a  stage  for  the  proceedings. 
While  Executive  Officer 
Lieutenant  William  Marks  reads 
the  names,  and  the  American 
flag  snaps  in  the  gusts  from 
atop  the  spanker  just  as 
it  has  for  207  years,  each  crew 
member  steps  smartly  up  onto 
the  hatch,  salutes  Wright, 
and  receives  a  bound  certificate 
and  a  warm  handshake. 
Passing  between  each  recipient 
and  the  commander,  while 
the  executive  officer  reads  the 
citation  aloud,  there  runs 
a  quiet,  private  conversation, 
moderating  the  otherwise 
formal,  official  occasion  into 
a  congenial,  personal  one. 
A  half-dozen-or-so  crewmembers 
receive  promotions,  and  by 
the  time  the  short  ceremony 
is  finished,  Wright  has 
demonstrated  a  sense  of 
humor,  conviviality,  eloquence, 
leadership,  experience, 
purpose,  self-assurance,  and 
an  extraordinary  ease  with  it  all. 
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Born  in  London  of  Jamaican  parents, 
Wright's  path  to  Brandeis  began 
at  a  college  fair  during  his  years  at 
Brooklyn  Technical  High  School, 
where  he  was  immersed  in  the  study  of 
chemistry.  Computer  science  became 
his  concentration  at  Brandeis.  Clearly 
entrenched  in  the  sciences,  he  confesses 
that  he  "never  had  much  interest  in 
history."  Aboard  the  18th-century  ship 
he  now  commands,  carronades  lining 
the  spar  deck  and  the  fierce  winter  gale 
whining  through  the  rigging,  he  quickly 
adds,  smiling,  with  no  hint  of  irony, 
"but  I  do  now!" 

Well  he  might,  tor  this  is  the  very  ship 
on  which,  in  July  1812,  Isaac  Hull  and 
his  crew  found  themselves  running 
ior  their  lives.  Hull  had  been  captain 


ot  the  U.S.S.  Constitution  for  just  over 
two  years  and  was  now  the  object  oi  a 
desperate  chase  by  a  squadron  of  British 
warships  led  by  the  frigate  Gneniere. 
Outnumbered  and  outgunned,  the 
Constitution  stayed  ahead  of  her 
pursuers  tor  37  hours,  evading  them 
only  through  the  most  extraordinary 
displays  of  seamanship. 

The  War  of  1812  had  just  begun, 
precipitated  largely  by  Britain's  inability 
to  take  seriously  the  sovereignty  ot  the 
new  United  States  and  to  break  the  long 
habit  of  impressing  American  sailors 
into  the  Royal  Navy.  The  United  States, 
after  all,  had  its  own  navy.  It  had  been 
established  in  1794,  not  for  defense  of 
the  country,  but  to  protect  American 
merchant  ships,  which,  no  longer 
protected  by  the  British,  were  being 
raided  with  impunity  by  pirates  from 
the  Barbary  Coast  of  Africa.  Six  frigates 
constituted  the  entire  young  navy,  one 
ot  which  was  named  the  Constitution. 


One  month  after  the  historic  escape, 
with  rain  and  tog  intermittently 
obscuring  the  horizon,  Captain  Hull 
and  the  Constitution  plied  the  waters 
off  the  east  coast  of  Canada,  intent  on 
disrupting  British  shipping  in  the  Gulf 
ot  St.  Lawrence.  Through  the  mist  a 
sail  appeared  far  to  the  south,  and  the 
Constitution  gave  chase.  Within  the 
hour,  the  sail  showed  itselt  to  be  not 
only  that  of  an  enemy  frigate,  but  ot  the 
Gueiriere,  and  this  time  she  was  alone. 
So  began  an  engagement  that  would 
earn  the  Constitution  a  nickname  and 
immortaliry  and  give  the  entire  country 
the  boost  it  needed  to  bolster  its  morale 
and  selt-confidence. 

The  battle  was  not  particularly  elegant, 
resembling  less  the  fancy  footwork  of 
skilled  boxers  than  an  awkward  struggle 
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herween  rwo  brawlers.  For  about 
three  hours,  the  two  ships  fired  fierce 
broadsides  at  each  other,  each  trying  to 
gain  the  advantage  ot  position  relative 
to  the  wind  and  the  other  ship.  Double- 
shotted  with  solid  and  grape  shot,  the 
guns  of  the  Constitution  quickly  toppled 
the  Giterriere's  mizzenmast,  sending 
it  crashing  over  its  starboard  side  but 
still  tethered  to  the  ship  by  its  rigging. 
Firing  high,  the  British  ship's  broadside 
ripped  through  the  Constitutions 
lines,  sheering  some  of  the  rigging, 
but  otherwise  doing  little  damage.  A 
sailor  saw  a  cannonball  bounce  oft  the 
Constitution's  hull  and  shouted  that  the 
ships  sides  seemed  made  ot  iron,  and 
the  nickname  "Old  Ironsides"  was 
coined. 

While  maneuvering  tor  position,  the 
Guen'iere  found  herself  imable  to 
steer  properly,  the  dragged  wreckage 
causing  the  ship  to  pull  toward 
starboard.  Unaware  of  the  problem,  the 
Constitution  tried  to  pass  her  and  swing 
around  to  fire  on  her  again  but  instead 
caused  the  disabled  British  frigate  to 
veer  into  her  rear  quarter,  the  bowsprit 
snagging  in  the  mizzen  shrouds  and 
ripping  them  out  on  the  rebound. 
Seeing  the  trouble  the  Guerriere  was 
having  with  her  steering,  Hull  took 
the  opportunity  to  position  himself 
for  another  raking  shot,  but  again 
collided  with  the  British  ship,  causing 
yet  more  rigging  to  be  torn  out  of 
the  Constitution.  Both  ships,  however, 
did  manage  to  fire  at  each  other,  the 
Constitution  doing  far  greater  damage 
with  her  superior  gun  handling. 

With  the  ships  still  joined,  both 
captains  hurried  to  take  advantage  of 
the  opportunit)'  to  board  his  opponent's 


ship.  The  commanding  officer  of  the 
American  Marines,  First  Lieutenant 
William  F.  Bush,  jumped  to  the  taftrail 
to  lead  the  charge  and  immediately 
took  a  Bfitish  musket  ball  in  the  face. 
He  thus  became  America's  first  Marine 
officer  killed  in  combat.  Before  any 
boardings  were  accomplished,  the 
Constitutions  forward  motion  caused 
the  ships  to  part,  and  the  sudden 
reaction  of  Guenieres  bowsprit  put 
so  much  stress  on  her  foremast  that  it 
crashed  down  like  a  felled  tree,  taking 
the  shot-weakened  mainmast  with  it. 
Crippled,  and  with  two  of  her  cannon 
rolling  crazily  amok  on  her  deck,  the 
British  ship  surrendered.  The  crew 
of  the  Constitution  tried  for  the  next 
three  hours  to  prepare  their  prize  for 
towing  back  to  Boston,  but  numerous 
problems  made  it  impossible.  Besides, 
the  Guenieres  hold  was  filling  with 
water,  and  it  became  clear  that  the 
best  course  of  action  was  to  destroy 
her.  They  transferred  the  prisoners  to 
the  Constitution,  fired  the  Gi/eiriere's 
magazine,  and  blew  her  to  pieces. 

In  a  war  that  had  been  going  badly 
for  America,  "Old  Ironsides's "  decisive 
victory  over  a  ship  of  the  navy  that 
ruled  the  waves  was  as  encouraging 
and  unif)'ing  to  the  nation  as  could  be 
wished. 

In  subsequent  battles  of  the  War 
of  1812,  the  Constitution  remained 
undefeated.  So  formidable  was  her 
fighting  reputation  that  British  warships 
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carried  standing  orders  to  avoid  her 
unless  they  had  her  outnumhered  at 
least  tAvo  to  one.  During  her  more  than 
200-year  history,  she  was  immortalized 
in  verse  by  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes,  Sr. 
in  1830.  She  circumnavigated  the  globe 
in  1844-45,  covering  52,279  miles 
in  495  days,  In  1849,  Pope  Pius  IX 
visited  on  board,  thus  becoming  the 
first  PontifiFto  set  foot  on  U.S.  territory. 
She  is  the  oldest  commissioned  warship 
afloat  in  the  world,  and  she  is  still 
manned  by  an  active-dury  U.S.  Navy 
crew,  whose  commanding  officer  is 
Lewin  Wright  '84.  At  the  Change 
of  Command  ceremony  on  July  19, 
2003,  the  flag  of  the  new  commanding 
officer's  alma  mater  was  raised  to  the 
top  of  the  mizzenmast — white  letters 
on  a  blue  field  that  read  "Brandeis 
University." 

Although  the  Constitution  is  his  first 
command,  Wright's  career  in  the 
Navy  has  been  long  and  varied.  He 
has  served  as  electrical  officer  and 
electronic  warfare  officer,  navigator, 
officer  recruiter,  operations  officer, 
executive  officer  on  two  different 
ships,  and  assistant  for  strategy  for  the 
director,  surface  warfare  division,  on 
the  staff  of  the  chief  of  naval  operations. 
That  odyssey  included  five  ships  in 
four  different  cities  and  at  least  four 
courses  of  specialized  training  that 
included  a  master's  degree  in  business 
administration.  The  age  of  none  of  the 
five  ships  on  which  Wright  previously 
served  was  within  a  century-and-a-half 
of  the  one  he  now  commands.  "In  all 
my  naval  experience,  there  is  nothing  to 
compare  with  this, "  he  says. 


Yet,  a  naval  career  was  not  even  in  the 
imagination  ot  the  Brandeis  senior 
when  he  strolled  through  the  door  of  a 
job  lair  in  1984,  looking  for  something 
to  do  with  his  looming  degree  in 
computer  science.  "The  lines  to  speak 
to  the  computer  company  reps  were 
really  long,"  recalls  Wright,  "but  in 
between  was  a  guy  with  no  line  in 
front  ol  him.  He  was  a  Navy  recruiter, 
and  1  went  over  to  talk  with  him  until 
the  lines  got  shorter.  What  he  had  to 
say  was  very  appealing. "  Wright  was 
subsequently  commissioned  through 
Officer  Candidate  School  in  September 
1985. 

Today,  Wright's  duties,  aside  from  the 
leadership  responsibilities  he  bears  as 
commander  of  a  ship  and  the  manager 
of  a  diverse  group  of  about  50  men  and 
women  (400  fewer  than  in  1812),  are 
largely  in  the  areas  of  public  relations. 
On  any  given  day,  he  may  be  addressing 
a  class  of  fifth  graders,  a  veterans'  group, 
state  senators,  or  federal  legislators.  He 
is  equally  comfortable  with  any  of  those 
audiences.  Wright  has  moved  with 
ease,  confidence,  and  success  through 
all  his  various  positions  in  the  Navy, 
accumulating  knowledge  and  widely 
varied  skills  that  have  served  to  advance 
his  abilities  in  each  successive  post. 
That  nimble  adaptability,  he  realizes,  is 
in  large  part  a  product  of  his  Brandeis 
education,  a  groundwork  ol  critical 
thinking,  precise  expression,  and  an 
appreciation  of  the  interconnectedness 
of  ideas.  The  rest — in  a  dazzlingly 
evocative  way,  in  Wright's  case — is 
history.  ■

University's  Hiatt  Career  Center. 

lick  began  to  recruit  Brandeis  students 
because  it  was  in  the  best  interests 
of  Goldman  Sachs;  he  knew  that  the 
qualified  candidates  at  Brandeis  would 
appeal  to  the  company.  He  also  felt 
that  Brandeis  would  benefit.  The  Hiatt 
Center  coordinated  interviews  for  Jick 
with  students,  and  he  has  returned  for 
more  each  year.

In  addition  to  recruiting,  [ick  has 
also  given  presentations  at  the  Hiatt 
Center's  Employer  Information  Sessions 
about  Goldman  Sachs  and  has  shared 
general  job-seeking  advice.  In  his  10 
years  working  with  the  Hiatt  Center, 
he  has  seen  that  students  "benefit  from 
coaching."  He  is  also  a  member  of 
Hiatt's  Career  Alumni  Network,  talking 
with  students  about  his  chosen  field. 

"Contacting  alumni  and  having  these 
conversations  is  one  of  the  most  useful 
things  students  can  do,"  he  explains. 
Jick  also  thinks  that  many  alumni 
can  easily  incorporate  interaction 
with  Brandeis  students  into  their  lives 
through  the  Hiatt  Career  Center.  It 
takes  only  small  amounts  of  time  and  is 
perfect  for  alumni  who  would  like  to  be 
personally  involved  in  helping  Brandeis 
students  thrive. 
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A  well-rounded,  liberal  arts  education 
is  highly  beneficial 

for  people  going  into  business.

In  1986,  longtime  Brandeis  benefactor 
Jacob  Hiatt  made  a  donation  to  the 
University  that  allowed  the  two-person 
Office  of  Career  Services  to  expand 
into  a  more  comprehensive,  full-service 
center  to  help  students  prepare  for 
life  after  Brandeis.  The  new  Hiatt 
Career  Center  gave  students  more 
direction  in  finding  and  attaining  jobs 
with  assistance  from  the  University's 
dedicated  team  of  staff  and  a  growing 
number  of  interested  alumni. 

Since  Hiatt's  gift,  the  Center  has 
become  a  hub  for  the  motivated, 
curious,  or  confused  to  explore  their 
career  options  and  talk  to  a  group  of 
staff  members  devoted  to  Brandeis 
students'  success.  A  visitor  to  campus 
would  be  hard-pressed  to  find  a  junior 
or  senior  who  has  not  taken  advantage 
of  at  least  one  service  that  the  Hiatt 
Center  offers. 


It  is  not  only  the  four  counselors  and 
recruiting  coordinator  at  Hiatt  who 
help  students  make  the  transition 
from  homework  to  "real"  work;  in 
recent  years,  alumni  who  have  spoken 
with  students  about  careers  have 
been  an  important  asset  to  Brandeis 
undergraduates  and  graduates. 

David  McDonough,  acting  director  of 
the  Hiatt  Center,  has  been  working 
with  the  staff  there  to  reach  out  to 
Brandeis  alumni  and  show  them  the 
benefits  of  involvement  with  current 
students.  He  meets  with  alumni  from 
various  parts  of  the  country  to  discuss 
opportunities  such  as  the  Career 
Alumni  Network,  in  which  alumni  like 
Jick  share  advice  about  career  fields 
with  Brandeis  students,-  the  annual 
Career  and  Internship  Fair,-  Brandeis 
Recruiting  Days  in  New  York,  Chicago, 
and  Washington,  D.C.;  and  other 
programs. 

"We  welcome  alumni  participation 
in  all  of  these  opportunities,"  says 
McDonough.  He  adds  that  alumni  who 
were  graduated  more  than  seven  years 


ago  would  be  amazed  to  see  how  many 
avenues  there  are  for  involvement  and 
impressed  by  the  caliber  of  employers 
who  hire  Brandeis  students. 

"Once  employers  meet  our  students, 
they  love  them,"  he  says.

National  ambassadors  are 
students  who  speak  at  high  schools 
about  Brandeis.  Ackerman  also  serves 
on  the  Alumni  Admissions  Council, 
interviewing  prospective  students, 
and  talks  with  them  at  Brandeis  Open 
Houses. 

"I  feel  like  there  is  a  lot  you  can 
contribute  to  the  school  as  an  alumna," 
she  says. 

The  many  programs  coordinated  by 
the  Hiatt  Center  provide  a  wealth 
of  opportunities  for  such  alumni 
contributions — which  not  only  benefit 
Brandeis,  but  can  positively  affect  the 
lives  of  Brandeis  students. 

Ackerman  notes  that  the  liberal 
arts  background  Brandeis  provides, 
combined  with  extracurricular 
activities  and  the  range  of  University 
requirements,  exposes  students  to  a 


wide  array  of  subjects  that  employers 
value.  Her  own  company  currently 
employs  three  Brandeis  graduates, 
including  herself. 

The  Career  and  Internship  Fair  in 
October  was  the  first  Ackerman 
attended,  but  she  has  talked  with 
students  about  public  relations  for 
several  years  and  has  spoken  at  the 
Hiatt  Center's  "What  Can  I  Do  with  a 
Major  in  Art  History?"  event. 

"The  students  every  year  seem  brighter 
and  more  enthusiastic  about  Brandeis," 
says  Ackerman. 

She  looks  forward  to  speaking  with 
students  at  future  Hiatt  Center  events. 

Bright,  enthusiastic  Brandeis  students 
are  exactly  what  Eric  Schnur  '88  had 
in  mind  when  he  recently  decided  to 
start  recruiting  at  the  University  for  his 
company,  W.R.  Huff  Asset  Management, 
in  Morristown,  New  lersey.  Having 
attained  a  recruiting  role  as  director 
of  research,  Schnur  got  in  touch  with 
the  Hiatt  Center  and  set  up  a  meeting 
with  another  recruiting  colleague  at  his 
company.  A  Hiatt  Center  representative 
drove  to  New  Jersey  to  discuss  Schnur's 
plans  for  recruiting  at  Brandeis  and  set 


up  a  time  for  him  to  meet  with  students 
on  campus. 

"I  know  that  the  quality  of  the  students 
is  very  high — they  have  the  kind  of 
intellectual  curiosity  that  we  look  for  in 
the  research  analysts  we  hire." 

In  October,  Schnur  interviewed 
undergraduates  and  International 
Business  School  students  through  the 
On-Campus  Recruiting  Program  and 
has  since  invited  several  candidates 
to  have  second  interviews  with  his 
company.  He  has  also  posted  a  summer 
internship  through  the  Hiatt  Center's 
Website  and  hopes  it  will  appeal  to 
students  from  a  variety  of  disciplines, 
not  only  those  concentrating  in  finance. 

Schnur  feels  that  Brandeis  is  often 
overlooked  by  investment  and  finance 
companies  because  it  is  a  relatively 
young  school.  He  would  like  to  play  a 
part  in  rectifying  that  situation. 

"I  want  to  help  Brandeis  students  who 
are  interested  in  a  career  in  finance  to 
get  a  foot  in  the  door.  I  believe  they 
will  compete  well  in  the  recruitment

that  are  more  well  known  in  the 
business  world,"  says  Schnur. 

In  recent  years,  the  Hiatt  Center's 
efforts  to  show  companies  the  value  of 
Brandeis  students  have  paid  off;  many 
alumni  in  financial  fields,  like  Schnur, 
have  stepped  forward  to  interact  with 
students  and  give  them  a  chance  to 
explore  business  careers. 

While  it  is  still  early  in  the 
recruitment  process,  Schnur  hopes 
to  continue  to  meet  with  students 
at  Brandeis  through  the  Hiatt  Career 
Center  and  to  see  increased  student 
participation  in  the  interview  process 
in  future  years. 


Although  Stella  Stergiopoulos  '01  was 
graduated  only  several  years  ago,  she 
has  already  been  involved  with  the 
Hiatt  Center  on  many  levels.  As  a 
senior,  she  interviewed  with  The  Brattle 
Group  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts, 
through  Hiatt.  By  early  summer  of  2001, 
following  the  end  of  the  company's 
hiring  freeze,  she  landed  a  position  as  a 
research  analyst.  Since  starting  at  The 
Brattle  Group,  the  Hiatt  Center  has 
afforded  Stergiopoulos  the  opportunity 
to  maintain  a  close  connection 
with  Brandeis  and  the  University's 
undergraduate  and  graduate  students. 
The  Hiatt  Center's  Career  Alumni 
Network  program  appealed  to  her,  so 
she  volunteers  as  a  mentor  to  talk  with 
students  about  economic  consulting. 
She  has  spoken  at  Hiatt's  Employer 


Information  Sessions  and  attended 
October's  Career  and  Internship  Fair. 

"I  like  being  a  mentor  because  in  my 
senior  year  at  Brandeis,  I  didn't  know 
what  I  wanted  to  do,  or  how  to  find 
out  what  types  of  jobs  were  available. 
I  was  unsure  of  how  I  could  use  my 
economics  degree,  other  than  in 
investment  banking  or  management 
consulting,"  says  Stergiopoulos. 

The  Hiatt  Center  helped  Stergiopoulis 
look  at  different  career  paths  and  has 
since  facilitated  her  involvement  as  an 
alumna. 

"Now,  I  have  a  little  more  experience, 
and  I  want  to  use  it  to  help  Brandeis 
students." 


She  has  spoken  with  a  number  of 
students  as  a  mentor,  not  only  about 
her  own  company,  but  about  the 
economic  consulting  field  in  general. 

Stergiopoulos  also  views  Hiatt's 
Employer  Information  Sessions  as  a 
great  way  for  students  to  ask  questions 
about  a  company  and  to  learn  more 
about  it,  especially  because  the  setting 
is  "more  private  than  a  career  fair." 
The  Hiatt  Center  has  arranged  several 
Information  Sessions  with  The  Brattle 
Group  at  Brandeis.  Stergiopoulos  has 
attended  one  for  the  International 
Business  School  and  another  for 
undergraduates. 

The  Brattle  Group  has  two  partners, 
a  senior  advisor,  two  associates,  and 
two  research  analysts — including 
Stergiopoulos — with  Brandeis  degrees. 
Stergiopoulos  knows  that  the  subject 
matter  she  learned  at  Brandeis, 
quantitative  and  conceptual,  has  helped 
her  to  succeed  in  her  current  position.

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Stergiopoulos  strongly  believes  that 
the  liberal  arts  aspects  of  a  Brandeis 
education  are  important  to  employers 
like  hers.  "Brandeis  teaches  you  how 
to  think,"  she  says.  Thinking  "outside 
the  box"  has  been  an  asset  to  her  at  The 
Brattle  Group. 

"I  learned  so  much — it  really  is  my  alma 
mater.  I'd  like  to  give  back." 

Carol  Cone  '72  founded  public  relations 
firm  Cone  Inc.  in  1980,  and  has  been 
"giving  back"  by  recruiting  Brandeis 
students  as  interns  for  10  years.  Her 
relationship  with  the  Career  Center 
has  extended  from  her  undergraduate 
experience  at  Brandeis.  The  Center 
helped  with  her  career  and  graduate 
school  search,  and  Cone  eventually 
found  Boston  University's  graduate 
program  in  Communication  through 
the  Center. 

The  small  size  and  broad,  factual 
programs  at  Brandeis  helped  Cone, 
a  fine  arts  major,  shape  the  career 
interests  she  would  pursue. 

"Brandeis  set  a  wonderful  foundation  for 
my  intellect,"  she  says. 

The  strike  of  1970  occurred  while  Cone 
was  at  Brandeis.  Along  with  other 
students  and  the  sociology  department, 
she  created  the  National  Strike 
Information  Center,  a  newsroom  to 
collect  strike  stories  from  other  college 
campuses.  Cone's  activism  provided  her 
with  the  seed  for  the  award-winning, 
cause-related  marketing  campaigns  she 
later  undertook  through  her  company. 

Interactions  with  other  students  as 
an  undergraduate  also  influenced 
Cone's  decision  to  recruit  interns  from 
Brandeis. 


"Brandeis  carefully  selects  a  diverse, 
inquisitive  student  body,"  she  says, 
which  makes  for  promising  internship 
candidates.  Cone,  Inc.  has  also  hired 
several  mid-level  employees  with 
Brandeis  degrees. 

Cone  secured  her  first  job  by  interning 
at  a  company,  which  is  why  she  has  "a 
strong  affinity  for  internship  programs." 
Her  company  hires  15  interns  per 
semester  and  per  summer,  many  of 
whom  have  been  from  Brandeis.  The 
Hiatt  Center  fosters  this  affiliation  and 
invited  a  representative  from  Cone, 
Inc.  to  the  Career  and  Internship  Fan- 
in  October  to  talk  with  prospective 
interns. 

The  Hiatt  Center's  Career  Nights  have 
provided  another  opportunity  for  Cone 
to  stay  involved  with  the  Brandeis 
student  body. 

"It's  really  important  for  students  to 
hear  from  professionals  on  how  to 
navigate  a  career  path,"  says  Cone. 

Cone  enjoys  this  connection  with 
Brandeis  students  and  plans  to  continue 
providing  guidance  to  them  through 
Hiatt  Center  events.  ■

The  Campaign  for  Brandeis: 
Creating  Connections  is 
progressing  well,  thanks  to 
broad-based  support  from  our 
Trustees,  alumni,  friends, 
parents,  and  members  of  the 
Brandeis  University  National 
Women's  Committee.  As  of 
the  end  of  March,  just  one 
year  after  announcing  the 
public  phase  of  this  effort, 
we  have  achieved  75  percent

Bradley  Kosiba,  Ph.D.  '81, 
was  named  a  Hero  of 
Chemistry  at  a  national 
meetmg  of  the  American 
Chemical  Society  (ACS) 
in  New  York  City  on 
September  7,  2003.  Kosiba, 
currently  director  of  vaccine 
development  operations 
at  Wyeth  Pharmaceuticals, 
was  one  of  eight  honored 
for  developing  Prevnaf'',  the 
first  and  only  combined 
pneumococcal  vaccine  for 
infants.  Pneumococcal 
disease  is  caused  by  seven 
strains  of  bacteria  tied  to 
such  illnesses  and  conditions 
as  pneumonia,  hearing  loss, 
and  brain  damage. 

"The  broad  range  of 
invaluable  products  that 
our  Heroes  of  Chemistry 
have  developed  and 
commercialized  has 


dramatically  advanced  the 
health,  well-being,  and 
lifestyles  of  children  around 
the  world, "  said  ACS 
President  Elsa  Reichmanis. 
"The  chemical  advances 
made  by  the  honorees 
serve  as  testimonials  to 
the  valuable  role  chemists 
and  chemical  engineers 
play  in  improving  lives.  It 
is  with  pride  that  the  ACS 
recognizes  them  as  Heroes  of 
Chemistry." 

Many  have  termed  the 
introduction  of  Prevnar*  the 
most  important  advance  in 
pediatric  medicine  in  the 
last  decade.  Prior  to  the 


development  of  the  vaccine. 
Streptococcus  pneumoniae 
was  a  leading  cause  of 
meningitis,  bacteremia, 
pneumonia,  and  bacterial 
otitis  media  (inflammation 
of  the  middle  ear|  in  young 
children.

She,  like  many  of  the  other  children  of 
the  Sudan,  wandered  across  Africa  for  a 
thousand  miles  over  two  years  before  the 
U.S.  government  and  the  United  Nations 
rescued  her  and  allowed  her  to  emigrate 
to  America. 


In  our  third  feature,  "The  Outsourcing  of 
American  Know-How,"  an  alumnus  and 
professor  of  history  offers  his  perspective 
on  the  current  hemorrhaging  of  American 
expertise  to  international  competition 
through  outsourcing.

Miller  wins  Guggenheim 
Fellowship 

Christopher  Miller, 
professor  of  biochemistry 
and  Howard  Hughes 
Medical  Institute 
Investigator,  was  awarded 
.1  2004  John  Simon 
Guggenheim  Memorial 
Foundation  Fellowship.  The 
award  will  further  Miller's 
research  involving  the  study 
and  function  of  ion  channels, 
the  membrane  proteins 
that  mediate  the  generation, 
propagation,  and  integration 
ot  electrical  signals  in 
neurons,  muscles,  and  other 
cells. 

Guggenheim  fellows  are 
chosen  for  unusually 
distinguished  achievements 
and  exceptional  future 
promise.  Miller  is  one 
of  185  artists,  scholars, 
and  scientists  selected 
from  more  than  3,200 
applicants  for  awards 


totaling  $6,912,000.  The 
Foundation  president, 
Edward  Hirsch,  announced 
the  appointments  in  early 
April. 

Miller's  pioneering  work 
has  established  him  as  a 
world  leader  in  the  study 
of  the  structure,  function, 
and  modulation  of  ion 
channels.  His  research 
provides  important 
clinical  significance  for 
understanding  kidney 
disease  and  neurological 
disorders,  as  well  as  the 
details  of  the  physiological 
roles  of  chloride  channels, 
an  ion  channel  important 
in  mediating  electrical 
responses  in  cell  and  salt 
transport. 

Miller  is  also  an  adjunct 
professor  of  molecular 
biology  at  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital,  Boston. 
He  received  his  B.A.  degree 
in  physics  from  Swarthmore 
College,  his  Ph.D.  degree 
in  molecular  biology 
from  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  carried 


out  postdoctoral  work  in 
membrane  biochemistry  at 
Cornell  University. 

Honored  with  the  W.  Alden 
Spencer  Prize  in  Neuroscience 
from  Columbia  University,  he 
has  also  received  numerous 
awards  including  the  K.S. 
Cole  Award  in  Membrane 
Biophysics  from  the 
Biophysical  Society  and  the 
Jonathan  Magnes  Prize  from 
Hebrew  University. 

Miller  also  serves  on 
the  National  Advisory 
Committee  for  the  Pew 
Scholars  Program,-  on  the 
Scientific  Advisory  Board, 
Burroughs-Wellcome 
Program  in  Physiology  at 
Oxford  University;  and 
on  the  editorial  board  of 
Biochemistry  and  the  Journal 
of  General  Physiology.  His 
previous  appointments 
include  president  of  the 
Biophysical  Society,  program 
chair  of  the  Biophysical 
Society,  and  member  of 
the  NIH  Physiology  Study 
Section.

Kern  honored  by  the 
Biophysical  Society 

Dorothee  Kern,  assistant 
professor  of  biochemistry,  is 
this  year's  recipient  of  the 
prestigious  Margaret  Oakley 
Dayhoff  Award  from  the 
Biophysical  Society.  The 
Biophysical  Society  awards 
this  honor  to  a  junior 
woman  scientist  who  has 
demonstrated  achievement 
and  promise  within  the  field 
of  biophysics.  Kern  was 
presented  with  the  award 
during  the  Biophysical 
Society's  annual  meeting, 
which  was  held  earlier  this 
year  in  Baltimore,  Maryland. 

"This  award  is  very  special 
to  me  because  I  am 
recognized  in  an  area  that 
I  truly  love — biophysics," 
said  Kern.  "As  a  biochemist 
my  work  seeks  to  better 
understand  the  catalytic 
power  of  enzymes.  Besides 


classical  enzymology,  we 
have  approached  this 
question  in  a  nonclassical 
way,  by  analyzing  the 
fundamental  physical 
principles  of  enzyme 
catalysis,  in  particular  the 
dynamic  properties.  It's 
an  honor  to  be  recognized 
for  both  areas  of  my 
work,  enzymology  (the 
Pfizer  award  for  Enzyme 
Chemistry  last  year)  and 
biophysics." 

The  award  was  established 
in  memory  of  Dr.  Margaret 
Oakley  Dayhoff,  former 
president  of  the  Biophysical 
Society,  professor  of 
biophysics  at  Georgetown 
University,  and  director  of 
research  at  the  National 
Biomedical  Research 
Foundation.  Dayhoff 
has  been  credited  as  the 
founder  of  the  field  of 
bioinformatics.  Her  work 
with  proteins  began  in  1961 
when  she  developed  tools 
to  aid  protein  chemists  in 
determination  of  amino  acid 
sequences.

He  received  the  award 
at  a  private  ceremony  in 
Philadelphia  on  April  29. 

Meyer's  work  has  launched 
fundamental  scientific 
advancement  in  the 
field  of  soft  condensed 
matter  physics  and  the

the  prize's  purpose  is  to 
recognize  and  encourage 
distinguished  research 
and  writing  by  scholars  of 
American  foreign  relations. 

The  award  citation  reads,

Graves  is  an  investigative 
reporter  and  magazine  editor 
whose  work  exposing  abuses 
of  power  has  led  to  more 
than  a  dozen  congressional 
hearings  and  probes,  and 
several  reforms  in  public 
policies.  As  a  reporter 
for  The  Washington  Post, 
she  broke  the  Senator 
Bob  Packwood  sexual 
misconduct  story,  which 
resulted  in  a  historic 
three-year  Senate  Ethics 
Committee  investigation 
and  lead  to  his  forced 
resignation  from  the  Senate. 

During  the  past  decade,  her 
reporting  on  the  intersection 
of  sex,  gender,  and  power 
in  Washington  politics  and 
media  has  been  honored 
by  fellowships  and  awards 
from  the  Alicia  Patterson 
Journalism  Foundation,

New  understanding  of 
the  cell  cycle  by  Brandels 
scientists 

Biandeis  scientists  have 
made  groundbreaking 
advances  in  understanding 
how  the  regulations  of  a 
novel  gene  during  the  cell 
cycle  can  lead  to  a  rare 
familial  case  of  the  early 
onset  of  Parkinson's  disease. 
Parkinson's  is  the  most 
common  neurodegenerative 
disease  after  Alzhemier's, 
affectmg  about  one  million 
Americans.  Most  of  those 
affected  develop  the  disease 
sporadically,  after  age  60, 
but  a  small  percentage  get 
the  disease  much  earlier, 
as  the  result  of  inherited 
mutations  in  one  of  several 
different  genes. 


Post-doctoral  fellow  Mark 
Wilson  and  lennifer  Collins, 
Ph.D.  '04,  together  with 
Courtney  St.  Amour  '03, 
discovered  how  DJ-l,  a 
recently  discovered 
Parkinson's  gene,  may  be 
involved  m  protecting 
some  cells  from  stress  and 
defects  in  the  cell's  cycle, 
leading  to  the  disease's 
progression.  The  new 
Brandeis  research  is  under 
the  leadership  of  Gregory 
A.  Petsko,  the  Gyula  and 
Katica  Tauber  Professor  of 
Biochemistry  and  Molecular 
Pharmacodynamics  and 
Rosenstiel  Basic  Medical 
Sciences  Research  Center 
director,  and  Dagmar  Ringe, 
Lucille  P.  Markcy  Professor 
of  Biochemistry  and 
Chemistry. 

"DJ-1  is  a  protein  expressed 
in  every  cell,"  said  Petsko. 

"Yet  the  only  cells  affected 
by  mutations  that  lead  to  a 


loss  of  function  of  DI- 1  are 
found  in  a  certain  subset  of 
neurons  in  the  middle  of  the 
brain." 

Although  the  protein  Df-l  is 
highly  abundant  in  all  cells, 
its  biological  functions, 
mechanisms  of  action, 
and  Its  implication  in 
Parkinson's  disease  are  not 
well  understood.  By  tracking 
its  role  in  the  cell  cycle  and 
any  associated  defects  in 
cellular  behavior  caused  by 
the  loss  of  its  function,  the 
researchers  hope  to  provide 
insights  into  the  common 
pathway  that  causes  disease 
progression. 

Using  a  simple,  one-celled 
organism — Saccharomyces 
cerevisiae,  or  baker's 
yeast — the  team  has 


created  a  model  system 
that  allows  them  to  study 
the  function  of  some  of 
the  corresponding  genes 
in  the  human  genome. 
This  system  led  them  to 
investigate  a  yeast  gene  that 
turned  out  to  be  similar  to 
human  Df-1. 

"Mammalian  cells  aren't  so 
easy  to  work  with — you  can 
easily  work  with  yeast  cells 
and  they  have  many  of  the 
same  properties  as  human 
cells,"  said  Petsko.  "It's 
easier  to  do  biochemistry 
on  yeast  cells,  and  they 
can  help  identify  human 
genes  that  share  the  same 
function." 

Applying  this  system, 
the  scientists  have  been 
investigating  the  hypothesis 
that  the  quiescent  or  resting 
state  of  the  cell  makes  it 
more  vulnerable  to  the  loss 
of  proteins  like  Dl-1.

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"There  is  something  about 
the  quiescent  state  of  the 
cell,  we  think,  that  makes 
it  more  vulnerable  to  the 
loss  of  DI-1.

And  in 
collaborative  work  with 
Mark  Cookson  at  NIH 
(National  Institutes  of 
Health],  we've  shown 
that  loss  of  this  protein  in 
mammalian  cells  makes  the 
cells  much  more  sensitive 
to  certain  types  of  stress, 
stress  that  occurs  more 
frequently  in  quiescent  cells 
like  neurons.  The  discovery 
may  be  a  link  to  uncovering 
how  mutations  leading  to 
the  loss  of  function  of  this 
protein  cause  increased 
cellular  oxidative  stress 
and  ultimately  lead  to  the 
development  of  the  disease." 


The  researchers  hope  to 
discover  the  intricate 
mechanisms  that  link 
the  loss  of  function  of  the 
mutated  Df-1  protein  with 
neurodegeneration  at  the 
cellular  level.  This  may  also 
provide  insights  to  common 
pathways  of  other  diseases 
such  as  Alzheimer's,  Lou 
Gehrig's,  and  many  other 
neurodegenerative  diseases. 

"Ultimately  our  research 
may  help  lead  to  medicine 
that  people  can  take  as 
they  age  that  will  either 
slow  down  or  prevent  the 
disease,"  said  Petsko.

With  Parkinson's  disease, 
certain  proteins  in  the 
brain  form  aggregates  that 
somehow  contribute  to  the 
death  of  a  small  group  of 
brain  cells  or  neurons.  The 
image  above  depicts  the  loss 
of  a  chemical  transmitter 
called  dopamine  in  the 
striatum  of  a  Parkinson's 
patient.  The  striatum  is  a  large 
cluster  of  nerve  cells  that 
controls  movement,  balance, 
and  walking,  and  requires 
dopamine  to  function.

For  the  first  time  in  history, 
a  Brandeis  University 
student-athlete  represented 
the  United  States  at  the 
Olympic  Games.  Fencer 
Tim  Morehouse  '00  was  a 
member  of  the  U.S.  team 
that  competed  at  the  Athens 
games.  Morehouse,  a  sabre 
specialist,  served  as  first 
alternate  (or  the  American 
team  and  participate  in  the 
team  competition. 

Morehouse,  who  grew  up 
in  the  Bronx,  began  fencing 
in  seventh  grade.  Though 
he  improved  steadily 


throughout  high  school 
at  Riverdale  Country  Day 
School,  he  didn't  decide  to 
continue  his  fencing  career 
in  college  until  his  senior 
year.  At  that  point,  it  was 
too  late  for  Morehouse  to 
get  noticed  by  collegiate 
fencing  powerhouses  like  St. 
John's  or  Columbia.  In  fact, 
only  one  coach  took  any 
notice  at  all:  Brandeis's  Bill 
Shipman.  "I  wasn't  really 
recruited  much  out  of  high 
school,"  Morehouse  said. 
"But  Coach  Shipman  was 
there  and  he  got  me  really 
excited  about  coming  to 
Brandeis." 

Once  he  arrived  at  Brandeis, 
it  didn't  take  Morehouse 
long  to  establish  himself 
as  a  top  collegiate  sabre 
fencer.  He  was  a  three- 
time  University  Athletic 
Association  (UAA| 


champion  and  a  three-time 
Ail-American,  including 
his  sixth-place  finish  at  the 
1999  NCAA  championships, 
which  were  held  on  campus 
at  the  Gosman  Center.  As 
a  senior,  Morehouse  led 
Brandeis  to  10th  place,  its 
best  finish  to  date.  "Coach 
Shipman  really  made 
fencing  at  Brandeis  a 
great  experience  for  me," 
Morehouse  said.  "I  decided 
during  my  senior  year  at 
Brandeis  that  I  wanted  to  go 
as  far  as  I  could  with  fencing.

Business  and  the  liberal  arts? 
IVIost  schools  don't  see  this  as  a 
marriage  made  in  heaven.  But  the 
International  Business  School  (IBS) 
at  Brandeis  is  worl<ing  to  prove 
them  wrong.  "Both  sides  benefit," 
according  to  Associate  Professor 
Ben  Gomes-Casseres  '76,  chair  of 
the  exciting  new  Business  Program 
for  undergraduates. 

The  program  offers  a  minor  in 
business;  aside  from  core  courses 
at  the  business  school,  the  program 
includes  courses  from  across  the 
liberal  arts  curriculum  in  politics, 
history,  sociology,  and  American 
studies.  Students  major  in  traditional 
academic  disciplines  while  gaining 
exposure  to  a  field  of  practice. 
This  program  joins  the  older  B.A./ 
M.A.  program,  in  which  Brandeis 
undergraduates  can  earn  an  M.A.  in

Shaping  Business  PrOCeSS  at  A&P 


Like  many  of  its  grocery  retail 
peers,  145-year-old  grocery  retailer, 
The  Greater  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
Tea  Company  (also  known  as  A&P), 
has  struggled  for  profitability  in 
recent  years.  So  why  did  Mitch 
Goldstein,  SVP  and  CFO  of  A&R 
seek  the  assistance  of  a  group  of 
Brandeis  International  Business 
School  students  to  help  A&P  with 
some  critical  business  decisions? 
The  company  needed  an  objective 
review  and  evaluation  of  the  pros 
and  cons  of  implementing  an 
Activity  Based  Costing  (ABC)  system 
that  could  allow  them  to  improve 
their  efficiency.  Who  would  do  a 
better  job  than  a  bright  group  of 


M.B.A.s  with  no  bias  toward  the  final 
outcome? 

The  scope  of  the  assignment 
given  to  the  Brandeis  consulting 
team  was  to  help  A&P  evaluate  a 
variety  of  systems  that  A&P  could 
integrate  into  its  existing  warehouse 
management  system,  allowing  better 
access  to  critical  and  time-sensitive 
information. The  project  covered  the 
span  of  an  entire  semester  and  upon 
completion  of  their  research  and

And  take  it  to  the  next 
level  Morehouse  certainly 
has.  He  is  ranked  fourth 
in  the  nation  and  57th 
in  the  world  in  the  sabre. 
While  he  wasn't  eligible 
for  an  individual  medal, 
he  was  a  part  of  the  team 
competition.  Shipman  says 
Morehouse  is  especially 
suited  that  aspect  of  the 
sport.  "When  he  was  fencing 
for  himself,  Tim  sometunes 
had  trouble  seeing  the 
ultimate  goal,"  Shipman 
said.  "But  when  there  was 
any  sort  of  team  aspect  to 
the  competition,  he  could 
focus  on  the  fact  that  he 
wasn't  just  representing 
himself,  but  his  teammates 
and  the  University." 


That  ability  to  focus  in 
the  team's  success  was  on 
display  at  the  2004  National 
Championships  m  Atlanta, 
Ga.  Morehouse  and  his  team 
from  Fencers  Club  in  New 
York  faced  off  against  their 
rivals,  the  Peter  Westbrook 
Foundation.  |The  two  teams 
share  the  same  practice 
facility  in  Manhattan.) 
With  his  team  trailing,  20 
touches  to  7  in  a  race  to  45, 
Morehouse  faced  off  against 
Ahmed  Yilla  of  Westbrook. 
fust  hoping  to  gain  back 
a  few  points  before  his 
opponent  reached  25  and 


brought  in  a  new  pair  of 
fencers,  Morehouse  instead 
mounted  an  inspiring 
comeback.  He  scored  18  of 
the  next  20  touches  to  give 
Fencers  Club  a  25-22  lead  by 
the  time  he  left  the  fencing 
strip.  The  teams  essentially 
traded  touches  from  there, 
with  Fencers  Club  taking 
the  title,  45-42. 

"It  was  the  first  time  since 
1995  that  [Fencers  Club] 
won  the  national  title," 
Morehouse  said.  "I  was  able 
to  get  momentum  on  our 
side,  and  my  teammates 
were  able  to  finish  them  off. 
It  was  thrilling." 


Morehouse  put  rivalry  aside 
in  August,  however.  Several 
members  of  the  Westbrook 
Foundation  team,  including 
Keeth  Smart,  the  top-ranked 
sabre  fencer  in  the  world 
were  Morehouse's  Olympic 
teammates.  "I  think  we 
have  the  talent  to  shock  the 
world,"  Morehouse  said.  "If 
we  can,  I  will  definitely 
be  proud  to  say  that  I  am 
representing  Brandeis 
University."

S2  million  awarded  by  NIH 
for  IMMR  spectrometer 

The  National  Institutes 
of  Health  awarded  a 
grant  of  S2  million  to 
Brandeis  University 
for  the  installation  of  a 
new  |800-MHz|  nuclear 
magnetic  resonance  (NMR| 


spectrometer,  one  of  the 
most  powerful  instruments 
used  in  analyzing  complex 
molecules.  The  award  will 
enable  a  group  of  Brandeis 
and  Boston-area  scientists 
led  by  Thomas  Pochapsky, 
professor  of  chemistry,  to 
better  understand  the  shape, 
structure,  and  dynamics  of 
these  complex  molecules, 
which  include  proteins, 
lipids,  and  carbohydrates. 


NMR,  an  innovative 
spectroscopy  technique  used 
for  structural  investigation 
of  proteins,  allows  scientists 
to  measure  the  dynamic 
processes  of  these  complex 
molecules  in  motions 
ranging  from  picoseconds 
to  milliseconds.  These 
analyses  are  crucial  for  the 
design  of  new  drugs  and 
therapeutic  treatments.

Koloski-Ostrow  keeps 
the  classics  alive  for  local 
teachers 

"I  knew  when  I  was  14  or  15 
years  old  that  I  was  going  to 
connect  my  life  somehow  to 
the  ancient  world,"  explains 
Ann  Olga  Koloski-Ostrow, 
associate  professor  and 
chair  of  classical  studies. 
Profoundly  influenced  by 
two  high  school  teachers 
who  won  her  heart  and

imbued  her  with  their  love 
of  history  and  Latin,  Koloski- 
Ostrow  began  a  journey  that 
would  take  her  far  away 
from  her  idyllic  childhood 
where  she  attended  a  three- 
room  schoolhouse  nestled 
in  the  Berkshires  of  western 
Massachusetts  in  the  tiny 
town  of  Sandisfield. 


The  big  city  beckoned — 
Koloski-Ostrow  majored  in 
Latin  and  Greek  language 
at  Upsala  College  in  East 
Orange,  New  fersey,  within 
eyesight  of  the  Manhattan 
skyline.  She  then  earned  an 
M.A.  in  classical  languages 
and  a  Ph.D.  in  classical  art 
and  archaeology  from  the 
University  of  Michigan.  Her 
first  dig,  at  Herculaneum 
in  Italy  when  she  was  18, 
marked  the  beginning  of 
trips  every  summer  that 
continually  bring  the 
ancients  to  life  for  her  and 
all  her  students. 

Now  she  IS  influencing 
schoolteachers  and  the 
children  they  teach  to 
learn  about  ancient  Greece 
through  a  program  that  she 
Started  six  years  ago.  Each 
spring  The  Examined  Life: 
Greek  Studies  in  the  Schools 
brings  20  K-12  teachers  of 
all  subjects  to  Brandeis  to 
study  the  classics. 

"When  the  teachers  have 
completed  a  seminar,  they 
incorporate  their  new 
knowledge  into  their  own 
classrooms.  The  program  is 
not  just  for  history  or  Latin 
teachers,  but  for  everyone. 
Gym  teachers  might  do  a 
unit  on  the  Greek  Olympics, 
math  teachers  might  work 
with  Euclid  and  Pythagoras, 
science  teachers  could  ask, 
'how  do  you  stop  modern 
traffic  pollution  from  eating 
away  at  the  Parthenon?' 
or  English  teachers  might 
focus  on  the  Odyssey,"  she 
explains.  Students  explore 
what  it  means  to  be  human 
through  the  lens  of  Greek 
antiquity. 

Teachers  come  to  Brandeis 
from  Wellesley,  Newton, 
Brookline,  Boston, 
Cambridge,  Waltham,  and 
Stoughton  for  a  series  of  10 
seminars  focused  on  works 
of  Greek  literature,  history. 


or  philosophy.  Participation 
of  colleagues  at  Brandeis 
(Leonard  C.  Muellner, 
professor  of  classical  studies; 
Andreas  Teuber,  associate 
professor  of  philosophy;  and 
Cheryl  Walker,  lecturer  in 
classical  studies)  and  from 
local  universities  means 
that  the  teachers  in  the 
program  enjoy  expertise 
from  many  vantage  points. 

"We  all  now  know  the 
actual  song  the  Sirens  sang 
to  Odysseus!"  explains 
Koloski-Ostrow.  And  they 
can  imagine  the  song  on 
location.  For  two  weeks  in 
April,  Koloski-Ostrow,  the 
project  humanist/classical 
archaeologist-in-residence, 
accompanies  the  students 
to  archaeological  sites 
and  museums  in  Greece. 
Exploring  the  historic, 
mythological,  artistic,  and 
religious  significance  of  each 
setting,  they  visit  Athens, 
Sounion,  Eleusis,  Corinth, 
Epidauros,  Tiryns,  Mycenae, 
Sparta,  Mystras,  Bassae, 
Pylos,  Olympia,  Delphi,  and 
a  number  of  Greek  islands. 

Koloski-Ostrow  received 
one  of  two  2003  Outreach 
Prizes  awarded  by  the 
American  Philological 
Association  (APAI  for  her 
work  on  the  program.  The 
award  was  presented  on 
January  4  at  the  plenary 
session  of  the  APA's  135th 
Annual  Meeting  in  San 
Francisco,  California. 
Founded  in  1869,  the  APA 
is  the  principal  learned 
society  for  classical  studies 
in  North  America. 

"This  program  allows 
teachers  to  incorporate 
ancient  Greece  within  the 


range  of  every  subject,  not 
just  history,  by  devoting  a 
part  of  the  larger  curriculum 
to  the  ancients,"  explains 
Koloski-Ostrow.  "This  is 
why  the  program  won  a 
national  award — they  picked 
it  because  it  is  so  far  reaching 
in  the  curriculum,  not  for 
Latin  teachers  alone,  but  for 
anybody  who  is  interested  in 
the  ancient  world,"  explains 
Koloski-Ostrow  with  her 
signature  enthusiasm. 

Since  1985  Koloski-Ostrow 
has  taught  courses  in 
Latin,  ancient  literature 
in  translation,  and  Greek 
and  Roman  archaeology  at 
Brandeis.  She  is  the  winner  of 
the  1988-89  Louis  Dembitz 
Brandeis  Prize  for  Excellence 
in  Teaching.  In  1989-90 
Koloski-Ostrow  taught  at 
the  Intercollegiate  Center  for 
Classical  Studies  in  Rome.  In 
1994-95  she  was  a  fellow  at 
the  Mary  Ingraham  Bunting 
Institute  of  Radcliffe  College, 
and  she  was  appointed  a 
senior  research  fellow  at 
the  Dibner  Institute  for 
the  History  of  Science  and 
Technology  at  MIT  in  2001- 
02. 

She  is  the  author  of  The  Sarno 
Bath  Complex:  Architecture 
m  Pompeii's  Last  Years 
(Rome  1990);  editor  of  and 
contributor  to  Water  Use  and 
Hydiauhcs  in  the  Roman  City 
(Archaeological  Institute  of 
America  2001);  and  coeditor 
of  and  contributor  to  Naked 
Truths:  Women,  SexuaUty, 
and  Gender  in  Classical  Art 
and  Archaeology  (London 
1997,  paperback  2000).  In 
addition,  she  has  authored 
two  forthcoming  books;  The 
Archaeology  of  Sanitation  in 
Roman  Italy  (Chapel  Hill)  and 
Pompeii  and  Herculaneum: 
Daily  Life  in  the  Shadow  of 
Vesuvius  (Cambridge).

Tobias  S.  Hams  'OS  has 
won  a  Harry  S.  Truman 
Scholarship,  the  nation's 
most  prestigious  award 
given  to  college  juniors 
who  have  demonstrated 
exceptional  leadership 
potential  and  who  are 
committed  to  careers  in 
public  service.  Awarded 
this  year  to  77  scholars  who 
were  selected  from  among 
609  candidates  nominated 
by  300  colleges  and 
universities,  the  Truman 
Scholarship  gives  each 
student  a  $26,000  grant, 
$2,000  for  the  senior  year 
and  $24,000  for  graduate 
study.  Scholars  also  receive 
leadership  training,  career 
and  graduate  counseling, 
and  special  internship 
opportunities  within  the 
federal  government. 

Double  majoring  in  history 
and  politics  and  minormg  in 
East  Asian  studies,  Harris 
studied  abroad  for  the  spring 
2004  semester  at  Sophia 
University  in  Tokyo,  Japan. 
He  emphasizes  that  his 
focus,  foreign  policy,  is 
a  rarity  among  Truman 
scholars.  "The  most 
important  community 
service  1  have  performed 
is  also  unconventional," 
says  Harris,  "and  the 
community  I  helped 
was  none  other  than  the 
Brandeis  community. 
During  my  first  semester 
freshman  year,  I  founded, 
with  Justin  Gelfand  '05, 
Concord  Bridge  magazine, 
a  journal  of  conservative/ 
libertarian  commentary  on 
public  affairs.  We  created 
Concord  Bridge  to  raise  the 
level  of  political  discourse 


at  Brandeis  by  providing 
a  dissenting  voice.  We 
were  determined,  however, 
to  play  a  constructive 
role  in  Brandeis  life  and 
thus  demonstrate  that 
there  is  such  a  thing  as 
constructive  conservatism, 
a  conservatism  that  listens 
as  well  as  talks  and  respects 
civilized  discourse.  In 
my  two  years  as  editor,  I 
believe  that  Concord  Bridge 
successfully  became  a 
positive  element  in  campus 
life  and  helped  balance 
public  debate."  Harris's 
tenure  ended  in  December 
2003.  He  is  now  editor 
emeritus. 

The  summer  following 
his  freshman  year  Harris 
interned  at  the  Japan 
America  Society  of  Chicago, 
an  organization  that  is 
part  of  a  chain  of  Japan 
America  societies  designed 
to  promote  business  and 
cultural  relations  between 
Americans  and  Japanese 
expatriate  communities  in 
various  cities.  The  following 
summer  he  worked  as  an 
intern  at  the  American 
Enterprise  Institute  for 
Public  Policy  Research  (AEI| 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  one  of 
America's  largest  and  most 
respected  "think  tanks."  He 
returned  to  AEl  as  a  staff 
assistant  for  foreign  and 
defense  policy  studies  in 
January. 

In  addition  to  his  public 
service  activities,  Harris 
tutored  with  the  Boston 
office  of  the  International 
Rescue  Committee,  an 
organization  devoted  to 
helping  refugees  worldwide. 
"I  assisted  a  Sudanese 
refugee  enrolled  in  a  high 
school  equivalency  degree 
correspondence  course, 
helping  him  with  his 
reading  comprehension.  I 


learned  much  about  the 
Sudanese  civil  war  in  a 
way  that  I  could  not  have 
learned  from  newspapers  or 
books,"  Harris  explains.  He 
plans  to  resume  tutoring 
when  he  returns  to  Brandeis 
from  Japan  in  the  fall. 

Harris  grew  up  in  the 
Chicago  suburb  of 
Lincolnwood  with  his 
parents  and  three  sisters 
in  a  house  full  of  books, 
where  the  emphasis  was  on 
doing  homework  or  reading 
independently.  His  father, 
Yra,  is  a  commodities  trader 
at  the  Chicago  Mercantile 
Exchange  and  his  mother, 
Janice,  a  CPA,  was  a  stay-at- 
home  mom.  "I  only  hope 
that  when  I  have  children  I 
can  be  half  the  parent  to  my 
children  that  they  have  been 
to  me.  Indeed,  everything  I 
do  in  life  is  a  testament  to 
them,"  he  says. 

Harris  explains  that 
his  career  goals  are 
relatively  straightforward: 
ultimately  he  would  like 
to  be  a  recognized  and 
distinguished  expert  on

U.S.  relations  with  East 
Asia.  On  the  road  to  that 
goal  he  hopes  to  serve  in 
the  State  and/or  Defense 
Department,  write  books 
and  articles  frequently  when 
outside  of  government,  and 
see  as  much  of  the  world  as 
possible. 

Commenting  on  Brandeis, 
he  says,  "If  there  is  anything 
that  sets  the  University 
apart,  it  is  that  students 
are  able  to  forge  real 
relationships  with  their 
professors,  creating  a  true 
community  of  learning."  He 
adds  that  he  will  be  forever 
indebted  to  his  professors.

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orld  Bank  Group 
President  James  D. 
Wolfensohn  challenged 
814  graduating  seniors  at 
Brandeis  on  May  23  to  "put 
balance  back  on  our  planet," 
so  that  most  of  Earth's 
resources  can  be  used  for 
people  and  not  military 
preparedness  and  fighting 
terrorism. 

"This  is  not  some  distant 
responsibility  that  you 
have,"  he  said.  "You  are 
the  now.  Each  of  you  has  a 
responsibility.  Each  one  of 
you  can  make  a  difference." 

Beneath  a  balloon-festooned 
ceiling,  Wolfensohn  told  the 
graduating  class  and  some 
7,000  people  in  the  Gosman 
Sports  and  Convocation 
Center  that  Earth  is 
becoming  increasingly 
global  and  is  dominated  by 
younger  people  who  are  not 
in  an  elite  class.  He  said  the 
graduates  are  facing  a  "world 
of  huge  inequality." 

"And  so  we  are  today  in  the 
throes  of  becoming  one 
world.  It  is  a  world  that  is 
hard,  but  not  a  world  that 
has  failed,"  Wolfensohn  said. 


He  urged  the  students  to 
work  toward  redistribution 
of  the  world's  resources  so 
that  one  day  all  children 
across  the  planet  can  attend 
school  and  far  more  infants 
will  get  a  chance  to  live  and 
grow. 

"You  have  the  responsibility 
to  put  the  world  back  on 
an  equilibrium.  People 
everywhere  want  the  same 
things,"  he  said,  "a  chance, 
an  opportunity,  and  to  live 
in  safety.  If  society  could 
provide  those  things  there 
would  be  no  demand  for 
gargantuan  expenditures  to 
fight  terrorism,  Wolfensohn 
added. 

He  noted  that  Brandeis 
University  is  committed  to 
social  justice  and  urged  the 
graduates  to  take  that  with 
them  because  "the  world 
cries  out  for  it." 

Wolfensohn  received  an 
honorary  degree  along 
with  five  other  individuals 
at  the  University's 
53rd  Commencement, 
including  Kweisi  Mfume, 
president  and  CEO  of 
the  National  Association

Speaking  at  the  Fellows 
Breakfast  before  the  main 
Commencement  ceremony, 
Mfume  told  a  smaller 
gathering  that  the  biggest 
challenge  facing  the  NAACP 
is  communicating  what  the 
association  is  and  what  it 
does  today,  95  years  alter 
It  was  founded.  Citing  a 
"chasm"  that  has  opened  up 
in  black-Jewish  relations 
since  the  Civil  Rights 
movement  of  the  1960s, 
Mfume  said  both  sides  need 
to  work  on  doing  more 
together. 

"The  biggest  thing  that 
confronts  all  of  us,"  he  said, 

"is  the  myth  that  there  is 
a  great  anger,  a  great  hate 
among  us." 

During  the  main  ceremony, 
President  Jehuda  Reinharz, 
Ph.D.  '72,  congratulated  the 
students  and  their  families, 
saying  the  Class  of  '04  had 
made  the  University  a  much 
more  interesting  place. 

"What  I  hope  you  will 
remember  are  not  my 
words,"  he  said.  "I  hope 
you  will  remember  the 
friendships  you  have  made 
here." 

Senior  speaker  Nicole 
Karlebach  of  East  Hampton, 
New  York,  told  her 
classmates  they  should  take 


the  world  by  storm.  "We 
will  determine  how  the 
world  will  progress  in  the 
years  to  come.  So  do  your 
best,  try  your  hardest,  and 
never  give  up.  May  all  of 
your  most  amazing  pursuits 
and  most  ambitious  dreams 
in  life  come  true." 

Ellen  Maling,  an  M.B.A. 
recipient  from  The  Heller 
School  for  Social  Policy 
and  Management,  gave  the 
graduate  Commencement 
address. 

The  University  also  awarded 
462  master's  degrees  and  83 
Ph.D.s. 

Stephen  B.  Kay,  chair  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
Rabbi  Allan  Lehmann, 
Jewish  chaplain,  cited 
the  loss  of  two  students 
from  the  graduating 
class  who  died  tragically 
during  the  academic  year, 
Eliezer  Schwartz  and 
Reginald  Poyau.  Kay  also 
congratulated  Reinharz 
on  his  first  decade  as  the

n  recent  months,  political 
outrage  has  been  growing  over  the 
outsourcing  of  American  jobs  toThird 
World  countries. The  financial  and 
employment  costs  of  outsourcing 
are  indeed  staggering. The  current 
outsourcing  market  accounts  for 
$5  trillion  a  year,  and  the  AFL-CIO 
recently  warned  that  10%  of  all  high- 
tech  jobs  are  about  to  be  exported. 
With  an  eye  on  voters  in  states  hard 
hit  by  outsourcing  losses.  Congress 
is  preparing  to  take  action  to  limit 
the  practice  severely.  But  in  trying  to 
legislate  the  shape  of  international 
trade,  Washington  will  be  missing 
the  point.  In  practical  terms,  there  is 
very  little  that  can  be  done  to  stop  this 
widespread  and  profitable  activity. 

The  proposed  legislation  would  create 
an  expensive  bureaucracy  and  charge 
it  with  a  Sisyphean  task.  It  plans  to 
prohibit  use  of  taxpayers'  dollars 
on  outsourced  services  and  ban  the 
dissemination  of  personal  information 
to  overseas  companies.  Both  elements 
are  problematic.  Data-mining  programs 
attach  themselves  to  our  hard  drives 
whenever  we  click  our  browsers,  and 
no  Congressional  action,  however 
well  meaning,  can  protect  the  privacy 
of  the  public.  Compelling  local  and 
federal  agencies  to  pay  three  and  four 
times  more  for  American-based  sub- 
contractors instead  of  international 
ones  would  further  pressure  badly 
strained  public  budgets. 

The  problems  we  face  today  are  hardly 
new,  and  our  conversation  will  be 
much  enriched  by  a  broader  historical 
perspective. The  world's  economy 
has  been  integrated  for  centuries. 
Companies  and  individuals  have  been 
relocating  in  search  of  greater  profits 
since  the  early  days  of  the  industrial 
revolution.  Americans  fail  to  remember 
that  200  years  ago  the  shoe  was  on  our 


foot.  American  prosperity  originated 
in  the  outsourcing  of  industrial 
production  from  Europe,  primarily 
England,  to  the  United  States  in  the 
first  half  of  the  19th  century. 

The  process  took  place  in  spite  of 
a  concerted  effort  by  the  English 
government  to  keep  their  trade 
secrets  at  home.  Prohibitions  on 
the  emigration  of  artisans  and  the 
exportation  of  machinery  from  the 
British  Empire  had  been  in  effect 
throughout  the  18th  century.  In  the 
mid-1770s,  as  the  imperial  conflict 
took  shape.  Parliament  ruled  that  all 
people  leaving  for  the  North  American 
colonies  from  the  British  Isles  and 
Ireland  with  intent  to  settle  there  were 
required  to  pay  £50  per  head.  After  the 
United  States  won  its  independence, 
growing  anxiety  in  Britain  over 
industrial  piracy  prompted  stronger 
legislation  and  stricter  enforcement. 
Exporting  industrial  equipment  from 
textile,  leather,  paper,  metals,  glass, 
and  clock  making  was  prohibited 
in  the  1780s. The  restrictions  were 
particularly  comprehensive  in  all 
that  was  connected  with  the  textile 
industry,  covering  existing  as  well  as 
future  developments.  Robert  Owen, 
recalling  his  early  days  in  England's 
textile  industry,  reported  that  in  the 
1780s  the  "cotton  mills  were  closed 
against  all  strangers,  and  no  one  was 
admitted. They  were  kept  with  great 
jealousy  against  all  intruders:  the  outer 
doors  being  always  locked."  A  £200 
fine,  forfeiture  of  equipment,  and  12 
months  imprisonment  (or  a  £500  fine 
and  forfeiture  in  the  case  of  textile 
machinery)  were  laid  down  for  the 
export  or  attempted  export  of  industrial 
machinery. The  export  of  steam 
engines  was  prohibited  temporarily 
in  1785.

The  British  efforts  proved  futile. 
Inventors  and  entrepreneurs  easily 
found  ways  to  circumvent  laws 
that  aimed  to  keep  know-how  and 
production  at  home. Tens  of  thousands 
of  artisans  crossed  the  Atlantic 
and  brought  with  them  their  skills, 
methods,  and  tools.  The  United  States 
emerged  as  the  leading  industrial 
nation  in  the  world,  and  Britain 
revoked  its  anti-outsourcing  legislation. 

Can  we  succeed  where  the  British 
failed?  Probably  not.  British 
governments  of  the  18th  and  early 
19th  centuries  had  far  greater  coercive 
powers  than  present-day  democratic 
United  States,  and  they  still  could  not 
stem  the  tide.  Over  the  last  half  of 
the  20th  century  the  world's  economy 
underwent  a  radical  transformation 
that  altered  more  than  just  where 
products  are  manufactured.  As 
developed  nations  moved  to  high- 
tech  industries  and  services,  they 
came  to  rely  on  knowledge  as  the 
central  component  of  their  economies. 
The  transfer  of  manufacturing  to  the 
developing  world,  where  raw  materials 
are  readily  available  and  labor  costs 
are  low,  has  rendered  intellectual 
capital  the  most  important  asset  of 
modern  corporations. 

The  current  outsourcing  dilemma  is  so 
profound  precisely  because  modern 
manufacturing  and  services  require  a 
great  deal  of  technical  sophistication. 
Present  day  outsourcing  involves  not 
only  blue-collar  jobs,  but  also  tasks  that 
entail  the  highest  form  of  intellectual 
and  technological  innovation. Thus, 
when  American  companies  outsource 
manufacturing  and  services  to  the 
developing  world,  they  are  exposing 
their  trade  secrets  to  local  competitors. 
Sophisticated  production  processes 
take  place  in  countries  where  piracy  is 
not  discouraged.  Corporations  thus  run 
the  risk  of  loosing  their  monopoly  over 
the  very  essence  of  their  operations- 
its  knowledge  base.  Indeed,  little 


can  be  done  to  prevent  politically 
connected  local  businessmen  from 
duplicating  imported  technologies  and 
processes  and  displacing  international 
entrepreneurs. 

Before  we  rush  to  condemn  those 
who  pirate  our  know-how,  Americans 
must  not  forget  how  the  United 
States  became  the  richest  and  most 
powerful  nation  on  earth.  Piracy  of 
the  intellectual  property  of  others 
played  a  crucial  role  in  this  process. 
The  Constitution  spelled  out  the 
nation's  commitment  to  intellectual 
property,  promising  to  "promote  the 
progress  of  science  and  useful  arts  by 
securing  for  limited  times  to  authors 
and  inventors  the  exclusive  right 
to  their  respective  discoveries." The 
first  Congress  thereafter  enacted  the 
world's  first  intellectual  property  law, 
which  restricted  patents  exclusively  to 
original  inventors  and  established  the 
principle  that  prior  use  anywhere  was 
grounds  for  invalidating  a  patent. 

But  the  story  behind  the  story  is  more 
complicated  — and  we  would  be  wise  to 
look  more  closely  at  how  the  American 
system  operated  in  its  first  50  years. 
In  theory  the  United  States  pioneered 
a  new  standard  of  intellectual 
property  that  set  the  highest  possible 
requirements— worldwide  originality 
and  novelty.  In  practice,  the  country 
encouraged  widespread  intellectual 
piracy  and  industrial  espionage.  Piracy 
took  place  with  the  full  knowledge 
and  sometimes  even  aggressive 
encouragement  of  government 
officials.  Congress  never  protected 
the  intellectual  property  of  European 
authors  and  inventors,  and  Americans 
did  not  pay  for  the  reprinting  of  literary 
works  and  unlicensed  use  of  patented 
inventions. 


Lax  enforcement  of  the  intellectual 
property  laws  was  the  primary  engine 
of  the  American  economic  miracle. 
The  early  republic  made  no  effort  to 
enforce  its  groundbreaking  patent 
laws. To  acquire  a  patent,  an  applicant 
had  to  complete  some  paper  work  and 
swear  that  he  was  indeed  the  original 
inventor.  WilliamThornton,  the  first 
superintendent  of  patents,  who  ran 
the  office  almost  single-handedly 
from  1802  to  1828,  had  neither  the  will 
nor  the  means  to  monitor  the  issue. 
Though  the  American  law  did  not 
allow  introducers  of  hitherto  known 
invention  in  Europe  to  file  for  a  patent 
in  the  United  States,  the  federal 
government  did  little  to  enforce  this 
provision.  It  is  entirely  possible  that 
most  of  the  applications  received  at 
the  patent  office  during  the  first  few 
decades  of  national  independence 
were  for  devices  already  in  use. 

A  dual  intellectual  property  regime 
fueled  the  19th-century  American 
economic  miracle.  In  theory,  the 
nation  was  committed  to  protecting 
the  intellectual  property  of  authors 
and  inventors,  but  authorities  did 
little  to  enforce  laws.  By  granting 
unenforceable  monopolies  to 
patentees,  the  United  States  acquired 
a  reputation  of  being  friendly  to 
innovation  while  at  the  same  time, 
by  declining  to  crack  down  on 
technology  pirates,  it  allowed  for  rapid 
dissemination  of  innovation  that  made 
American  products  better  and  cheaper. 

The  developing  world  is  taking  a 
similar  route.  Formally,  all  members  of 
theWorldTrade  Organization  promise 
to  respect  international  intellectual 
property  rights,  but  in  practice 
developing  nations  do  little  to  enforce 
those  laws.  Some  companies  plead 
with  international  agencies  such  as 
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the  WTO  and  the  World  Intellectual 
Property  Organization  to  police  the 
matter  but  with  little  success.  Yet  even 
if  our  political  leadership  were  not 
reluctant  to  enter  into  international 
disputes  over  the  protection  of 
intellectual  property,  our  own  history 
teaches  us  that  all  these  efforts  are 
destined  to  fail.  We  are  living  in  an  age 
of  global  economic  realignment  as 
modern  corporations  are  outsourcing 
tasks  that  involve  the  highest  form 
of  intellectual  and  technological 
innovation.  If  past  patterns  are  going 
to  be  repeated,  within  a  short  time 
local  entrepreneurs  will  acquire,  by 
whatever  means,  America's  trade 
secrets  and  produce  the  desired  goods 
and  services  on  their  own. 

Politicians  eager  to  stop  the  bleeding 
of  American  jobs  should  not  erect 
an  ineffective,  expensive  regulatory 
bureaucracy.  In  the  current  business 
atmosphere  corporations  have  little 
choice  but  to  take  advantage  of  the 
lower  wages  in  the  developing  world. 
Our  leaders  should  resist  the  political 
temptation  to  enact  symbolic  and 
futile  legislation  and  focus  instead 
on  ways  to  encourage  innovation  at 
home.  Protectionist  legislation  would 
do  little  to  stop  outsourcing  at  the 
cost  of  undermining  the  free  flow  of 
information.  Staying  ahead  of  our 
competitors  mandates  that  the  United 
States  remains  the  center  of  creativity 
and  innovation. The  freedom  to  push 
the  boundaries  of  our  knowledge  is  the 
prerequisite  for  our  prosperity.  ■

His  mother-in-law,  Leah  Mainzer  '52, 
was  Leah  Jeresiti  when  she  was 
graduated  with  the  first  class.  She 
met  her  former  husband  at  Brandeis, 
Robert  Mainzer,  who  did  not  graduate 
because  he  went  into  the  air  force  to 
fight  in  the  Korean  War.

Although  I'm  still  confused  that  the 
bookstore  is  not  in  Usdan,  it  feels 
wonderful  to  be  on  campus,"  he  says. 

And  not  just  for  the  memories.  "For 
me  Brandeis  was  a  true  turning  point 
in  my  life.  I  came  to  Brandeis  as 
primarily  a  jock,  and  I  left  Brandeis  a 
historian.  The  thing  that  is  so  stunning 
about  it  is  how  good  a  school  it  was 
for  me,"  says  Ben-Atar.  "The  history 
department  was  just  unbelievable.  My 
English  was  rather  limited  yet  I  learned, 
and  I  was  helped,  and  they  turned 
me  into  a  not-too-shabby  historian.  I 
went  on  to  have  a  successful  career 
in  history,  teaching  at  Yale  and  at 
Fordham.  For  me  Brandeis  was  truly 
transformative.  I  really  am  very 
grateful  to  Brandeis." 
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ou  first  notice  their  clear  eyes  and 

optimism.  These  students  are  without 
a  trace  of  anger  or  self-pity.  Aduei  Riak 
is  a  slender,  elegant  young  woman  of 
20,  in  a  white  Ralph  Lauren  blouse 
and  blue  jeans.  Phillips  Baguoot,  20, 
wears  a  tennis  shirt,  beige  pants,  and 
a  small,  beaded  amulet  shaped  like 
the  continent  of  Africa.  This  amulet 
and  their  slight  accents  are  the  only 
immediate  evidence  that  these  are  what 
the  American  media  calls  the  "lost 
children  of  Sudan" — survivors  of  war, 
wandering,  and  hunger,  a  life  at  the  edge 
of  death. 


Friends  through  eight  long  years  of 
living  in  a  Kenyan  refugee  camp,  they 
have  just  graduated  from  the  Brandeis 
Transitional  Year  Program  (TYP), 
which  is  designed  to  help  talented  but 
under-prepared  students  enter  college. 
Founded  in  1968,  TYP  is  the  longest- 
continuing  program  of  its  kind  in 
the  United  States.  TYP  has  certainly 
worked  for  both  of  these  students: 
this  fall,  Phillips  will  begin  studying 
at  Dartmouth  College,  while  Aduei 
will  enter  Brandeis  on  a  full,  four-year 
scholarship. 

Since  1983,  Sudan,  an  east- African 
country  located  just  south  of  Egypt 
and  west  of  Ethiopia,  has  been  ravaged 
by  a  civil  war  that  has  killed  an 
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estimated  two  million  people,  mostly 
civilians,  and  turned  four  million  more 
into  refugees.  The  war  is  sometimes 
described  as  a  conflict  between  Arabic- 
speaking  Muslims  in  the  north  of  the 
country  and  Christian  and  traditional 
people  in  the  south,  but  the  situation 
is  complicated  by  tribal  and  political 
differences  and  battles  for  natural 
resources. 

Aduei  and  Phillips,  both  from  remote 
villages  in  the  southern,  upper  Nile 
region  of  Sudan,  fled  the  civil  war  when 
they  were  3  and  4,  respectively.  The 
fighting  transformed  their  lives  with 
abruptness  and  totality.  "You  take 


nothing,'''Aduei'T^members .  "Suddenly, 
you  just  have  to  leave.vXipu  could  be 
outside,  playing  with  friends,  then 
when  you  come  back,  your  home  is 
gone."  j' 

Aduei  was  accompanied  by  her  parents 
and  siblings,  five  brothers  and  one 
sister.  Phillips  escaped  with  two 
brothers  and  a  cousin.  Sometimes,  they 
simply  walked  to  survive,  foraging  for 
food,  often  traveling  nights  to  avoid  the 
withering  heat.  Phillips  once  walked 
more  than  900  miles  from  Ethiopia 
back  to  Sudan.  Aduei  completed  an 
equally  arduous  journey,  a  two-month 
trek  from  Ethiopia  to  Kenya.  While  all 
alone,  she  was  once  confronted  with  the 
hideous  choice  between  meeting  a  band 


of  n\urderous  soldiers  who  were  almost 
certain  to  shoot  her  or  crossing  a  river 
infested  with  crocodiles.  (She  chose 
the  river,  and,  to  this  day,  cannot  recall 
crossing  it:  "I  just  remember  climbing 
out  onto  the  other  side.") 
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Heat  and  Dust 


New  Beginnings  in  New  England 


Like  Phillips,  Aduei  became  separated 
from  her  parents,  ending  up  in  the 
massive  Kakuma  refugee  camp  in 
Kenya,  a  multinational  settlement 
containing  more  than  80,000  Sudanese 
refugees  alone.  Though  little  of  Sudan 
could  be  called  lush  in  even  the  best  of 
circumstances,  this  section  of  Kenya 
was  parched  and  barren.  "In  Sudan, 
people  v^^ere  able  to  support  themselves 
by  going  to  the  bush  to  get  some  leaves 
from  the  trees  or  whatever  was  edible," 
Phillips  says.  "But  Kakuma  was  dry, 
semi-arid."  Vegetation  was  limited  to 
stunted  bushes  and  thorn  trees. 

The  United  Nations  and 
nongovernmental  organizations  (NGOs) 
aiding  people  at  Kakuma  had  to  ration 
food  and  water.  "A  ration  card  was  like 
your  ticket  or  ID  to  get  food,"  Aduei 
says.  "You  would  go  to  the  center  twice 
a  month,  every  two  weeks,  to  get  seven 
kilograms  (approximately  15  pounds) 
of  corn  for  each  person  in  your  group, 
enough  lentils  to  fill  a  small  cup,  and 
enough  salt  to  fill  the  cap  to  a  Coke 
bottle."  Most  people  chose  a  point  in 
the  day  to  consume  their  single  meal, 
knowing  they  would  be  hungry  during 
the  subsequent  24  hours.  Water  was 
available  for  brief  periods  three  times 
each  day.  When  the  machine  dispensing 
water  broke,  people  went  without  new 
water  for  a  day  or  more. 

Like  flies,  dust  was  omnipresent.  In 
fact,  Aduei  remembers,  a  cup  left  empty 
at  dawn  would  fill  with  grit  by  sunset. 
Some  people's  eyes  became  damaged  at 
the  camp,  abraded  by  the  blowing  dust. 
No  fence  enclosed  the  camp  at  Kakuma, 
but  few  refugees  ventured  beyond  its 
boundaries  because  local  people  were 
sullen  and  resentful  of  these  numerous, 
unwanted  neighbors. 


Aduei  and  Phillips  met  at  what  Aduei 
calls  "the  debate  place,"  an  informal 
soapbox  where  Sudanese  gathered  to 
discuss  the  state  of  their  homeland. 
Aduei  and  Phillips  saw  many  people  die 
in  the  camp — of  malnutrition,  disease, 
and  lack  of  health  supplies.  What  on 
earth  could  help  them  through  such 
horror? 

"Hope  carried  me  all  the  way,"  Aduei 
is  quick  to  answer.  "I'd  had  little 
education,  but  I  had  a  dream,  a  fairy 
tale,  my  own  Utopia,  that  one  day,  one 
time,  I  would  climb  the  ladder  and  do 
fine."  She  yearned  to  become  a  lawyer 
but  "didn't  know  how  to  achieve  this." 
Phillips  too  drew  on  inner  resources, 
sure  that  his  "time  of  agony"  would  be 
succeeded  by  "a  time  of  greatness." 

Eventually,  the  United  Nations  and 
the  U.S.  government  began  locating 
minors  who  were  living  without  adult 
relatives  in  the  camp — young  people 
like  Aduei  and  Phillips — and  offering  to 
help  them  emigrate.  Leaving  her  old  life, 
Aduei  was  scared  "to  be  going  to  a  place 
where  none  of  your  ancestors  have  gone 
before."  She  wondered  if  she  would  ever 
see  Sudan  again.  Phillips  felt  sadness 
about  separating  from  his  friends,  and 
was  anxious  during  the  seemingly 
endless  flight  across  his  "first"  ocean, 
the  Atlantic. 


Aduei  arrived  in  the  United  States  on 
November  29,  2000.  For  two  weeks,  she 
lived  in  a  temporary  home  in  Norwood, 
Massachusetts,  and  then  moved  to 
Belmont  with  a  foster  family.  She 
attended  Belmont  High  School,  was 
graduated  last  year,  then  applied  to  TYP. 
Phillips  came  to  this  country  on  January 
31,  2001.  He  enrolled  m  high  schools 
in  Medford  and  South  Boston,  before 
settling  with  a  foster  family  in  Duxbury, 
Massachusetts,  where  he  was  graduated 
from  high  school  in  June  2003.  Both 
foster  families  included  parents 
involved  with  higher  education  who 
steered  the  students  toward  considering 
Brandeis. 

Aduei  and  Phillips,  who  lived  with  TYP 
roommates  at  the  University,  agree  that 
coming  to  Brandeis  was  a  life-changing 
experience.  They  see  their  Brandeis 
professors  and  TYP  administrators 
as  role  models.  Phillips,  who  loved 
Professor  of  Sociology  Gordon  Fellman's 
War  and  Possibilities  of  Peace,  calls 
Fellman  by  "far  one  of  the  greatest 
people  I  have  seen  in  American  society." 
He  adds,  "There  may  be  a  time  when 
I  can  be  Gordon  Fellman."  Aduei 
became  close  to  Associate  Professor  of 
Anthropology  Sarah  Lamb  while  taking 
Introduction  to  the  Study  of  Human 
Societies.  Aduei  describes  Lamb  as 
"one  the  most  amazing  people  I  have 
met — ever." 

Perhaps  the  most  startling  thing  about 
hearing  these  "lost  children"  is  the 
enrichment  they  say  they  found  in 
knowing  other  TYP  students.  Says 
Aduei,  "It  was  very  inspiring  to  see  that 
you  don't  have  to  be  a  refugee  to  have 
a  crazy  life.  You  can  have  a  family  and 
still  experience  tough  times.  Meeting 
other  TYP  students  taught  me  what 
it  is  like  to  struggle  and  still  have  this 
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bright  vision  of  what  your  life  can  be." 
PhiUips  agrees:  "Through  TYP,  I  met 
a  lot  of  people  who  have  gone  through 
and  learned  from  their  experiences. 
That  gave  me  a  chance  to  look  at  what 
I've  accomplished  and  look  forward  to 
doing  more  in  the  future." 

The  suggestion  that  their  struggles 
might  dwarf  the  problems  of  even  the 
most  needy  American  inner  city  youth 
is  nonsense  to  Aduei.  "Every  pain  is 
pain.  What  might  be  painful  to  me 
might  mean  nothing  to  you,"  she  says, 
and  vice  versa.  For  her,  and  for  Phillips, 
degrees  of  suffering  are  irrelevant. 

Fellman  saw  the  impact  Phillips  had 
on  his  class.  Halfway  through  War 
and  Possibilities  of  Peace,  students 
evaluating  the  course  suggested  Fellman 
allow  students  who  were  survivors  of 
war  to  contribute  their  perspectives,  so 
Fellman  asked  Phillips  to  speak.  "He 
was  stunning,  absolutely  stunning," 
Fellman  says.  "Phillips  talked 
articulately  for  about  15  minutes  about 
what  it  was  like  to  be  taken  from  his 
family  and  not  know  whether  his  father 
and  mother  were  dead.  He  talked  about 
never  having  the  concept  of  breakfast 
before  he  came  to  the  States  because 
he  was  lucky  to  have  one  meal  per 
day."  One  student  in  the  course,  senior 
Barbara  Rosenkranz,  called  it  "the  most 
incredible  thing  I  had  ever  heard  in  a 
class." 

Lamb  valued  Aduei's  sitting  in  the  front 
row  of  her  class,  bringing  a  cultural 
perspective  "so  different"  from  other 
people's.  Lamb  recalls  that  Aduei  wrote 
"really  interesting  papers,"  especially 
one  concerning  the  Sudanese  belief 
that  menstruating  women  should  not 
consume  milk. 


How  do  Aduei  and  Phillips  make 
meaning  of  their  lives?  Both  are 
Christian,  Aduei  being  a  Protestant 
and  Phillips,  a  Catholic.  Aduei  doesn't 
believe  in  "fate,"  doesn't  believe  either 
the  traumas  or  triumphs  of  her  life 
were  meant  to  happen.  "Life  has  ups 
and  downs,"  she  says.  "You've  just 
got  to  deal  with  it."  Phillips  agrees, 
noting  that  a  lot  of  countries  have 
gone  through  what  Sudan  is  suffering. 
Like  Aduei,  Phillips  believes  hating 
is  a  waste  of  emotion.  Some  people 
at  Kakuma  had  urged  him  to  hate 
Muslims  because  of  the  damage  some 
Muslims  had  done  to  his  family,  but 
Phillips  would  have  none  of  it. 

Since  leaving  Africa,  Aduei  has  spoken 
to  her  mother  in  Sudan  and  has 
contacted  her  brothers  who  are  now 
in  Canada  and  Australia.  Phillips  has 
been  in  contact  with  his  brothers  and 
spoke  to  his  mother  by  telephone  two 
years  ago,  but  he  has  not  heard  from  his 
father  in  16  years.  Both  long  to  return 
to  Sudan  to  contribute  toward  what 
they  believe  will  be  a  better  future.

They  have  had  little  "free  time"  to 
join  clubs  at  Brandeis  or  explore 
Boston,  though  Aduei  served  as  a  TYP 
senator  in  the  Student  Union  Senate 
last  year.  She  has  also  developed  a 
fondness  for  New  England's  seafood, 
especially  clams,  and  Phillips  enjoys 
watching  professional  basketball  on 
TV.  This  summer,  Aduei  worked  in  the 
development  office  at  Brandeis,  while 
Phillips  was  part  of  Boston  Mayor 
Thomas  Menino's  program  to  help  new 
immigrants. 

TYP  Director  Tony  Williams  is 
thrilled  that  this  fall  TYP  welcomed 
another  "lost  child  of  Sudan,"  a  student 
who  came  to  Brandeis  after  living  in 
Portland,  Maine. 

Perhaps  Aduei  and  Phillips's  place  in 
the  University  is  best  exemplified  by 
the  words  of  another  mentor  of  Aduei's, 
Associate  Professor  of  Sociology  Gila 
Hayim:  "Aduei  always  made  me 
feel  she  is  the  perfect  expression  of 
what  is  increasingly  becoming  an 
interdependent  world,  not  only  in  terms 
of  knowledge  but  of  daily  existence. 
Brandeis  is  the  proper  home  for  that — 
and  we  must  all  try  harder  to  make  that 
so."b

scholars  and  activists  back  to  Brandeis  to  fulfill  their  dreams  of 
a  graduate  education.

It  didn't  surprise  me  that  Brandeis  filed 
an  amicus  brief  with  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  supporting  the  University  of 
Michigan's  arguments  for  affirmative 
action.  Diversity  in  the  student  body 
and  faculty  has  always  been  part  of  the 
Brandeis  mission  — as  important  to  the 
Brandeis  experience  as  academic  rigor, 
unfettered  intellectual  inquiry,  and 
an  abiding  passion  for  social  justice.  I 
absorbed  all  these  values  as  a  Brandeis 
undergraduate  in  the  "old  days"  of  the 
late  1960s,  when  the  University  was 
still  young  but  had  already  catapulted 
into  the  top  ranks  of  American  higher 
education. 

Back  then  my  classmates  and  I  were 
busy  with  the  changes  sweeping  over 
American  society,  involving  ourselves 
in  the  burgeoning  civil  rights  and 
women's  movements,  opposing  the 
war  in  Vietnam,  and  expanding 
students'  role  in  the  life  of  the 
University.  Academically,  we  were 
engaged  in  theater,  the  arts,  literature, 
sociology,  and  the  sciences  — caught 
up  in  the  exhilarating  whirl  of  gaining 
knowledge  to  change  the  world.  Our 
idealism,  informed  by  the  perspectives 
of  faculty  and  students  from  all  over 
the  world,  was  never  constrained. 
On  the  contrary,  we  left  Brandeis  with 
the  utter  conviction  that  we  were  a 
pioneering  generation,  and  we  would 
make  a  difference. 


My  own  path  has  had  a  few  twists  and 
turns,  but  I  am  as  proud  professionally 
as  I  have  ever  been  of  a  groundbreaking 
program  I  have  helped  to  create— the 
International  Fellowships  Program 
(IFP).  Initiated  in  late  2000,  IFF  is  the 
largest  program  supported  by  the  Ford 
Foundation,  and  encompasses  the 
same  long-held  values  that  Brandeis 
embraces.  Dedicated  to  broadening 
access  to  higher  education  and 
building  a  new  generation  of  social 
justice  leaders,  IFP  makes  the  dream 
of  advanced  education  a  reality 
for  academically  talented,  socially 
committed  individuals  who  would 
otherwise  lack  access  to  advanced 
study.  Indigenous  leaders  from 
Mexico,  women  and  ethnic  minorities 
living  and  working  in  rural  Vietnam, 
Dalits  seeking  to  remedy  centuries  of 
caste  discrimination  in  India,  Muslim 
women  fighting  for  gender  equality  in 
Nigeria  and  Senegal,  the  first  doctoral 
student  from  a  Brazilian  indigenous 
community  — IFP  has  already  selected 
more  than  1,100  dedicated  scholars 


and  activists  like  these  from  21 
countries  and  territories  in  Africa, 
Asia,  Latin  America,  the  Middle  East, 
and  Russia  to  pursue  graduate-level 
degrees.  About  2,000  additional 
Fellows  will  be  chosen  over  the  next 
four  years. 

Five  remarkable  IFP  Fellows  are  now 
enrolled  at  Brandeis  — a  personal 
satisfaction  for  me  as  I  see  these 
talented  and  passionate  individuals 
benefit  from  their  Brandeis  education, 
just  as  I  have  for  nearly  40  years. 
Telling  their  stories  helps  to  explain 
what  IFP  hopes  to  achieve  and 
demonstrates  how  much  our  program 
has  in  common  with  Brandeis  and  its 
underlying  mission. 

Three  of  the  IFP  Fellows  at  Brandeis  are 
studying  for  Master  of  Arts  degrees  in 
Sustainable  International  Development 
at  The  Heller  School  for  Social  Policy 
and  Management.  Meng  Zeng,  from 
China,  says  that  her  M.A.  program 
addresses  the  issues  of  poverty 
reduction,  sustainable  development, 
environmental  conservation,  social 
justice,  economic  development,  and 
civil  society,  which  will  help  her  to  be 
a  more  effective  development  leader 
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and  practitioner  in  China  — her  major 
professional  goal. Through  her  M.A. 
program,  Meng  is  building  skills  in 
social  policy  analysis  and  evaluation, 
project  planning  and  implementation, 
economics,  ecology,  human  rights, 
fundraising,  and  NGO  management. 

Meng's  prior  experience  working  with 
the  China  office  of  an  international 
NGO,  Heifer  International,  located  in 
Chengdu,  Sichuan  Province,  made 
a  "big  change"  in  her  life,  because 
she  saw  that  the  organization  could 
improve  the  lives  of  farmers  living  in 
rural  and  remote  areas.  She  moved 
on  from  that  experience  determined 
to  serve  disadvantaged  rural  farmers, 
"happy  and  grateful"  to  know  her  life's 
goal  so  "clearly  and  firmly." 

Meng  has  a  strong  incentive  to  realize 
this  goal,  since  she  was  the  first  in  her 
family  to  obtain  a  college  education 
and  earn  a  bachelor's  degree.  Her 
parents  were  poorly  educated  workers. 
Coming  from  a  low-income  family,  she

says,  helps  her  to  "better  understand 
the  situation  of  disadvantaged  groups." 
Her  own  experience  with  previous 
study  — she  received  outstanding 
results  in  English  and  several  student 
leadership  awards  — reinforces  her 
view  that  people  from  disadvantaged 
groups  can  do  "at  least  as  well  as 
others  if  they  have  chances."  Meng 
reports  that  while  at  Brandeis  her 
English  has  improved  in  and  out  of 
the  classroom,  and  she  credits  her 
classmates  from  29  countries  with 
helping  her  to  "open  her  mind  to 
different  concepts  and  ideas." 

Jeevan  Singh  Sahota,  an  IFP  Fellow 
from  a  small  village  in  a  mountainous 
state  of  northern  India,  is  also  enrolled 
in  the  M.A.  Program  in  Sustainable 
International  Development  atThe 
Heller  School.  Besides  the  required 
courses,  Jeevan  is  taking  courses 
in  the  "development  management" 
cluster.  He  has  been  active  as  a 
volunteer  since  childhood,  working 
with  his  school  to  organize  various 
activities  including  creating  and 
managing  community-level 
infrastructure,  like  water  supply. 
During  his  undergraduate  studies  in 
architecture  at  the  Indian  Institute  of 
Technology,  Roorkee,  the  'Uttarkashi' 
district  in  the  Garhwal  Himalayas,  was 
struck  by  a  major  earthquake  resulting 
in  huge  casualties  and  damage  to 
public  infrastructure.  Jeevan's  institute 
participated  in  relief  and  rehabilitation 
work  in  the  quake-affected  region, 
and  after  graduation  he  continued 
working  on  disaster  management 
and  urban  infrastructure  projects. 
After  completing  his  IFP  fellowship, 
Jeevan  intends  to  return  to  India  and 
work  with  the  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  Corporation  — one  of 
the  country's  premier  institutions  for 
housing  and  urban  infrastructure.

Jeevan  is  among  the  first  in  his  family 
to  have  access  to  formal  schooling. 
Like  Zeng,  he  did  exceedingly  well 
in  his  prior  studies,  receiving  a 
medal  for  achieving  first  rank  in  his 
master's  program.  Because  of  these 
academic  achievements,  he  managed 
to  overcome  social  discrimination, 
but  he  recognizes  that  not  everyone 
in  his  community  was  as  fortunate. 
For  Jeevan,  financial  hardship  was 
a  severe  obstacle  to  his  further 
education,  but  he  was  able  to  secure 
scholarships  that  enabled  him  to 
pursue  studies  at  the  University. 
Jeevan  credits  his  experience  at 
Brandeis  with  giving  him  a  broad 
perspective  on  development,  and 
with  his  newly  acquired  academic 
experience  and  skills,  he  plans  to 
"recommend  policy  changes  and 
forge  alliances  with  international 
development  agencies  to  enhance  the 
impact  of  projects  and  programs." 
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Bibiana  Irene  Bangpuori,  from  Sigre, 
a  rural  area  in  the  Upper  West  Region 
of  Ghana,  is  the  third  IFP  Fellow  in 
the  M.A.  Program  in  Sustainable 
International  Development.  Bibiana 
worked  for  20  years  as  a  professional 
teacher  in  primary  and  secondary 
schools,  and  also  as  a  manager 
responsible  for  school  monitoring  in 
rural  areas.  Since  1996,  she  has  served 
in  various  capacities  with  different 
international  development  agencies 
on  water  and  economic  development 
projects  and  on  strengthening  local 
government  in  districts  throughout 
her  home  country.  Like  Jeevan, 
Bibiana  has  participated  extensively 
in  volunteer  organizations,  working 
especially  to  improve  the  lives  of 
rural  women.  She  is  committed  to 
educating  people  about  their  civic 
rights  and  responsibilities  and  has 
promoted  voter  participation  in 
rural  Ghana.  After  completing  her 
IFP  fellowship,  Bibiana  intends  to 
secure  a  position  with  an  international 
NGO  in  Ghana  and  also  plans  to 
establish  her  own  not-for-profit 
organization  to  "explore  alternate 
sources  of  supplementing  farming 
to  increase  household  food  security 
while  conserving  the  environment  in 
the  long  term."  She  is  committed  to 
continuing  her  intense  involvement 
with  grassroots  democracy,  advocacy, 
and  public  education  on  civic  rights 
and  responsibilities.

Bibiana's  achievements  are  all  the 
more  remarkable  because  of  the 
obstacles  she  overcame  to  pursue  her 
schooling.  Her  parents  had  no  formal 
schooling,  and  one  of  her  brothers 
who  completed  an  elementary 
education  supported  her  through 
school.  Her  efforts  to  study  social  work 
at  the  university  level  were  thwarted 
because  the  subject  was  not  offered 
in  her  region.  Indeed,  she  would  not 
have  seen  the  advertisement  for  IFP 
had  a  colleague  not  sent  a  copy  to  her. 
She  credits  her  experience  at  Brandeis 
with  enabling  her  to  acquire  some  of 
the  "necessary  tools  to  continue  with 
her  work  in  the  field  after  completion." 
She  finds  the  Sustainable  International 
Development  Program  like  a  "great 
family"  and  appreciates  that  the 
professors,  staff,  and  students  share 
a  broad  range  of  experiences. 

Two  IFP  Fellows,  Haitao  Huang 
from  China  and  Stella  Bwambale 
from  Uganda,  are  enrolled  in  the 
International  Business  School's 
Master's  Program  in  International 
Economics  and  Finance.  Haitao 
concentrates  on  finance,  and  Stella 
on  development  economics.  Like 
their  colleagues  in  the  Sustainable 
International  Development 
Program,  Haitao  and  Stella  have 
prior  professional  experience  in 


development-related  projects  and  also 
spent  their  time  volunteering  to  help 
others.  Professionally,  Haitao  worked 
in  one  of  the  four  largest  state  banks  in 
China  and  was  one  of  the  youngest 
deputy  general  managers,  responsible 
for  the  bank's  international  business. 
In  keeping  with  her  desire  to  help 
persons  in  need,  she  often  volunteered 
to  assist  local  import-export 
companies  to  solve  problems  related 
to  international  business.  Stella,  for  her 
part,  worked  professionally  as  a  credit 
officer  with  a  commercial  bank  that 
gave  credit  to  low-income  people  for 
activities  to  improve  their  livelihoods, 
such  as  agriculture,  construction,  and 
animal  husbandry.  As  a  volunteer,  she 
has  worked  to  assist  AIDS  orphans  in 
her  country,  which  is  deeply  stricken 
by  the  HIV/AIDS  pandemic.  After 
completing  their  IFP  fellowships, 
Haitao  and  Stella  plan  to  continue  their 
professional  careers,  Haitao  to  aid  in 
the  reform  of  China's  banking  system, 
and  Stella  to  design  and  implement 
policies  to  help  Africa's  poorest 
countries. 

Like  the  other  IFP  Fellows  at  Brandeis, 
Haitao  and  Stella  are  among  the  first 
in  their  families  to  achieve  higher 
education.  Stella  reports  that  she  is 
from  an  area  in  Uganda  characterized 
by  years  of  political  turmoil  and  limited

access  to  education.  She  was  the  first 
in  her  entire  clan  to  gain  higher 
education  and,  lil<e  Jeevan,  was  a 
scholarship  student  who  attained  that 
level  only  because  her  outstanding 
achievements  won  outside  sponsorship. 
Stella  and  Haitao  are  strongly 
motivated  to  benefit  as  much  as 
possible  from  their  Brandeis  education 
and  will  take  their  newly  acquired 
knowledge  and  skills  back  to  their 
home  countries. 

As  the  stories  of  these  Fellows  reveal, 
IFP  is  an  ambitious  undertaking. 
By  reaching  out  to  excluded  or 
marginalized  social  groups  and 
communities  within  developing 
countries,  IFP  adds  a  new  dimension 
to  international  educational  exchange 
between  developed  and  developing 
countries. The  program  also  has 
other  distinctive  features.  Although 
the  Brandeis  Fellows  are  pursuing 
master's  degrees  in  development- 
related  fields,  IFP  Fellows  may  study 
in  a  variety  of  academic  disciplines 
related  to  the  Ford  Foundation's 
interests,  ranging  from  the  arts 
to  the  social  and  environmental 
sciences,  and  may  study  for  doctoral 
or  professional  as  well  as  master's 
or  other  post-graduate  degrees. 
Similarly,  IFP  Fellows  may  apply  for 
university  admission  in  any  country 
or  region  of  the  world,  including  their 
own. This  provision  allows  Fellows 


to  accommodate  individual  family 
situations  and  also  means  that  English 
or  another  language  is  not  a  formal 
eligibility  requirement  — a  critical 
factor  in  reducing  or  eliminating  the 
language  barriers  that  typically  prevent 
all  but  a  country's  most  favored  elites 
from  consideration  for  international 
fellowships.  And  to  enable  students  to 
improve  their  chances  for  admission 
into  a  top-flight  university  either  at 
home  or  abroad,  the  program  provides 
pre-academic  training  in  foreign 
languages,  academic  skills,  and 
information  technology. 

IFP  has  consciously  attempted  to  spur 
the  Fellows'  development  as  reflective 
practitioners  or  engaged  scholars- 
depending  on  their  own  professional 
choices  — by  providing  leadership 
training  and  cohort  building  activities 
at  the  national,  regional,  and  global 
levels.  And  by  implementing  the 
program  through  a  decentralized 
network  of  16  international  partner 
organizations  based  in  developing 
countries,  IFP  has  created  a  "learning 
system"  of  education  professionals 
with  local  capacity  and  global 
reach. These  professionals  have 
contributed  enormously  to  the  design 
and  implementation  of  the  program, 
making  IFP  itself  a  large-scale 
development  project  centered  around 
a  set  of  global  stakeholders.

As  an  undergraduate  at  Brandeis,  I 
could  never  have  envisioned  that 
nearly  40  years  later  I  would  be  in 
the  privileged  position  of  helping 
extraordinary  individuals  from  all 
over  the  world  to  realize  their  dream 
of  a  graduate-level  education. The 
IFP  Fellows  have  overcome  daunting 
obstacles  to  pursue  their  studies  and 
help  their  home  communities  and 
societies.  For  me,  this  is  evidence  that 
knowledge  applied  to  remedy  social 
injustices  can  indeed  transform  the 
world,  especially  when  gained  at 
a  university  infused  with  a  reverence 
for  learning  and  informed  by  diverse 
perspectives. This  is  the  lesson 
I  learned  at  Brandeis  and  am 
applying  still.

Brandeis  University  closed 
out  Fiscal  Year  2004  on 
June  30,  marking  the  fifth 
consecutive  year  of  raising 
more  than  $60  million  and 
the  second  consecutive 
year  in  which  alumni  gave 
more  than  $10  million.  This 
year's  cash  receipts  totaled 
$64,011,537. 


Since  1997,  the  percentage 
of  alumni  giving  has 
shown  steady  growth,  with 
increases  of  more  than  10 
percent  in  each  of  the  last 
two  fiscal  years.

Richard  "Dick"  Collins  '54 


On  ]uly  6,  2004,  a  giant  fell: 
Richard  "Dick"  Collins  '54, 
a  Waltham  High  School 
Athletic  Hall  of  Famer,  the 
first  Waltham  athlete  brought 
to  Brandeis  to  play  football  for 
the  legendary  Benny  Friedman, 
a  Waltham  High  School 
English  teacher  for  almost 
four  decades,  and  a  friend 
and  inspiration  to  (literally) 
thousands,  passed  away  after 
a  brief  but  valiant  battle  with 


Dick  was  the  kind  of  sports 
performer  no  longer  extant 
in  the  athletic  whirl  of  iron 
pumpers,  summer  sports 
camps,  and  nutritional 


supplements:  the  little 
guy  who  played  big.  At 
155  pounds  (despite  the 
exaggerations  of  high  school 
and  Brandeis  souvenir 
programs),  Dick  would 
routinely  cut  down  blockers 
and  runners  who  outweighed 
him  by  50  or  100  pounds. 
In  high  school  hockey,  his 
intensity  and  hard  hitting 
were  also  legendary,  as  was 
his  skill  as  a  catcher  in 
baseball. 

This  intensity — contagious 
and  inspirational — came 
from  a  refusal  to  bow  to 
adversity.  Orphaned  by  his 
teens,  Dick  balanced  athletic 
and  academic  success  with 
40-hour  workweeks,  yet  he 
never  lost  his  infectious 
grin,  his  zest  for  life,  or 
his  indiscriminate  love  for 
people.

More  recently  Millie  became  a 
member  of  the  Sachar  Legacy 
Society  by  establishing  a  gift 
annuity,  a  majority  of  which  will 
underwrite  the  legal  studies 
program.
